Jury convicts 
cabaret chiefs 


VANCOUVER (CP) - After 
61 days of trial in county 
court, Judge William Trainor 
on Friday said he had found 
five of the operators of the 
Penthouse Cabaret and its 
company. Celebrity En¬ 
terprises Ltd., guilty of con¬ 
spiring to live off the avails of 
prostitution. 

Joseph Philliponi, Ross Fi- 
lippone, Jan Sedlak, Minerva 
Kelly ' and Rose Filippone 
were remanded until Thurs¬ 
day for sentencing. Sedlak was 
the only one of the five re¬ 
manded in custody. 

Domenick Filippone was 
found not guilty. 

Trainor dismissed the sec¬ 
ond charge of conspiring to 
corrupt public morals as a 
charge not known to Canadian 
law. His decision was con¬ 
tained in a 79-page written 
judgment.

Lowther 
guilty 
of murder 


VANCOUVER (CP) - A 
B.C. Supreme Court jury deli¬ 
berated for two hours Friday 
before finding Roy Lowther 
guilty of murder in the ham¬ 
mer slaying of his wife, poet 
Pat Lowther. 

Mr. Justice J. G. Gould or¬ 
dered Lowther to serve at 
least 10 years of a life sen¬ 
tence. 

Lowther was accused of 
murdering his wife about 
Sept. 24, 1975, in the bedroom 
of their East Vancouver 
home. Her naked body was 
found Oct. 13, 1975, in Furry 
Creek on Howe Sound. 

The crown alleged that 
Lowther, himself a poet, was 
jealous over the wife’s suc¬ 
cess as a poet, was angered 
because she was having an af¬ 
fair with another poet in 
Windsor, Ont., and was afraid 
that she was about to leave 
him. 

Lowther denied in court 
that he was the killer but ad¬ 
mitted he had disposed of the 
body after finding it in their 
bedroom. 

Before sentence w*as 
passed, Lowther repeated a 
statement made while he was 
testifying during the trial, 
that he did not kill his wife 
•jid that the real killer was 
still free.

“During tine last several 
years, federal revenues have 
been 25 to 30 per cent higher 
. than federal spending and has 
resulted in a direct loss to the 
British Columbia economy 
which has averaged $500 mil¬ 
lion a year since 1971,” Phil¬ 
lips told a meting of the Ca¬ 
nadian Association of Equip¬ 
ment Distributors. 


“When that sort of money is 
going out of tiie province, we 
lose tremendous economic oj> 
portunities. 

“I don't think anyone objects 
to the concept that in a vast 
country such as Canada, the 
rich provinces shpuld help the 
provinces not so fortunate.

The minister suggested that 
B.C. was being stuck by the 
federal government, with 
more than it could afford to 
pay.

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QUEBEC (CP) - Premier 
Rene Levesque warned on 
Friday that Ontario w»as 
bound to lose vital markets 
for its manufactured products 
if it refused an economic as¬ 
sociation with an independent 
Quebec. 

Speaking in die national as¬ 
sembly, Levesque said there 
were several strategic areas 
of manufacturing in Ontario 
which depended on Quebec 
markets for 35 to 40 pea* cent 
of their sales.

Ontario.

Bloodiest day 
for Pakistan 


ISLAMABAD <AP) As 
many as 34 persons were re¬ 
ported killed Friday in the 
bloodiest day in six weeks of 
political violence in Pakistan. 
Most were killed when sol¬ 
diers fired on anti-govern¬ 
ment marchers in the army- 
ruled city of Karachi. 

The new clashes came after 
the government of Prime Min¬ 
ister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto im¬ 


posed martial law on Pakis¬ 
tan’s four largest cities^ — 
Karachi and Hyderabad in the 
south and Lahore and Lyall- 
pur in the north — in an effort 
to quell anti-Bhutto protests. 

Unofficial reports s a i d 22 
persons were killed and 200 
wounded in the Karachi clash. 
The government said only five 
were killed and 13 injured.

Hydro to defoliate with ‘bad news’ chemical

A toxic herbicide used by 
the U.S. to defoliate parts of 
Vietnam will be used by B.C. 
Hydro this summer along 
I»wer lines and rights of way 
on Vancouver Island and the 
B.C. mainland. 

The herbicide. 2,4,5-T, has 
been closely watched by U.S. 
regulatory agencies since the 
summer of 1969, when South 
Vietnamese newspapers re¬ 
ported an increased occur¬ 
rence of birth defects in that 
country associated with U.S. 
Air Force use of a compound 


of 2,4,5-T and 2,4-D, a related 
chemical. 

Hydro spokesman David 
Robertson said Friday in an 
interview that the herbicides 
2,4,5-T and 2,4-D will be 
sprayed along railroad tracks, 
gas pipelines and power lines. 

Herbicides to be used by 
Hydro this summer are the 
following: 

• 2,4,5-T. 

• 2,4-D. 

• A combination of 2,4,5-T 
and 2,4-D. 

• Tordon-22K (trade 
name, Picloram. Can be toxic- 
in high dosages lo humans 


and wildlife, but when used as 
directed has a low toxidity). 

• Tordon-101 (combination 
of Picloram and 2,4-D)-. 

• Tordon-155 (combination 
of Picloram and 2,4,5-T). 

The combined use of 2,4,5-T 
and 2,4-D will be used by 
Hydro sprayers on tree 
•tumps. Robertson said. 

The same conqiound was 
dyed orange when used by the 
U.S- in Vietnam, hence its 
common name “A*ent 
Orange.” 

2,4,5-T is now prohibited in 
the U.S. on crops intended lor 
human consumption, in r#cre¬ 
al ion areas, ponds, streams. 


lakes or for use around the 
home. 

2,4-D is being evaluated in 
the U.S. as part of a routine 
federal pesticide registration 
program to determine if it 
has a relationship to birth de¬ 
fects or cancer. It is not con¬ 
sidered' as toxic as 2.4.5-T, 
since as far as scientists 
know, it is unable to produce 
similar dioxins, a class of 
contaminants. 

Specific locations and 
spraying times wpuld be an¬ 
nounced later, Robertson 
\aid, adding that B.C. Hydro 
would apply to an inter-minis¬ 
terial pesticide committee, es¬ 


tablished under the Pharmacy 
Act, before spraying. (On the 
committee are the pesticide 
control branch director and 
representatives of the minis¬ 
tries of agriculture, health, 
environment, recreation and 
conservation, the B.C. Forest 
Service and the federal envi¬ 
ronmental protection service.) 

2,4,5-T can be used with 
caution in certain U.S. forest 
areas, grazing lands and 
rights of way. Recommended 
usage does not exceed once a 
year at any one site. 

(But in May. 1976, a federal 
judge in Oregon prohibited 
the U.S. forest service from. 


•praying 2,4,5-T in a national 
park in that state.) 

A toxic class of chemicals 
called dioxins are normally 
produced in the manufacture 
of 2,4,5-T. One of the dioxins, 
TCDD, has been reported to 
cause cancer and birth de¬ 
fects, a spokesman at fhe 
U«S. environmental protection 
agency in Seattle said Friday. 
TCDD is the most dangerous 
of all the dioxins produced in 
the manufacture of 2,4,5-T. 
he said. 

TCDD is causing concern in 
the U.S., and was reported in 
February to have been found 
in mother’s milk in Oregon. 


'The initials TCDD stand 
for 2,3,7,8- tetrachlorodibenzo- 
dioxin. It is a "persistent” 
chemical, and doesn’t break 
down easily into the .environ¬ 
ment, which is a problem 
with many oft the man-made 
chemicals.

nel who assured a smooth¬ 
running and efficient opera¬ 
tion that proved attractive to 
many patrons,” said the judg¬ 
ment. 

The judge said the club poli¬ 
cy concerning table-hopping 
prevented persistent solicita¬ 
tion and helped provide a safe 
atmosphere for the prostitutes 
to work in which was relative¬ 
ly safe from conflict with the 
law. 

Turning to the issue of cre¬ 
dit-card use, the judge said 
that on separate occasions 
two undercover police officers 
had met prostitutes at the 
Penthouse, negotiated with 
thorn about an act of sex for 
money, and then claimed they 
had insufficient cash. 

“On each of those occasions 
the prostitutes suggested that 
funds could be obtained from 
the management. Each of the 
two officers went to both Joe 
and Ross and obtained cash 
on credit card. 

“Each time they were told 
there was a 20-per-cer\t sur* 
charge which was added on 

Judge Trainor said that 
each time it was made (dear 
by the officers that they had 
just made an arrangement 
with a prostitute in the Pent- 
housp and they needed funds 
for that purpose.

Robert Hicks, representing 
the Canadian Imperial Bank 
of Commerce, said only a na¬ 
tional bargaining unit would 
be appropriate for banks. 

The Service, Office and Re¬ 
tail Workers' Union is seeking 
certification of individual bar¬ 
gaining units at 20 branches 
of four banks in B.C. The 
board now is dealing with 
eight .commerce branch appli¬ 
cations. 

Hicks said there is a poten¬ 
tial for 7,000 bargaining units 
under this method. Industrial 
chaos is inevitable and It 
would affect all aspects of 
money matters in the country. 

The bank- want* bargaining 
units coinciding with its cen¬ 
trally controlled persgpnel 
policy and highly integrated 
structure. 

Union lawyer Ian Donald 
said the employees’ right to 
collective bargaining was at 
issue because trade unionists 
concede a national unit cannot 
be organized. He urged the 
hoard to select “not the best 
bargaining unit but one that 
can function.” 

Hicks argued that the board 
cannot ask the .bank “to in¬ 
dulge in that kind of experi¬ 
ment” given the sensitive na¬ 
ture of the business. v 

Hicks also said the union 
might not be able to ade¬ 
quately service its members 
because it was a small and in¬ 
experienced union, not affi¬ 
liated with any central labor 
organization. 

The decision on the Com¬ 
merce branches is not expect¬ 
ed until after the board panel 
considers similar applications 
at some Ontario branches of 
the Bank of Nova Scotia next 
month.

ROME (API - Political vi¬ 
olence flared in major 
cities for the second straight 
day Friday. Premier Giulio 
Andreotti’s government 
warned it will fight back 
against violent demonstrators 
as "aggressors of the state.” 

The Communist party of¬ 
fered the government full sup¬ 
port and said "a climate of 
study and research, of demo¬ 
cratic living-together must be 
established in the universi¬ 
ties.” Students are protesting 
the lack of jobs for graduates. 

Gunmen wounded Fiat ex¬ 
ecutive Antonio Munari in the 
legs in Turin on Friday. A 
telephone caller said it was 
the work of the leftist Red 
Brigades, which have claimed 
responsibility for past attacks 
on Flat executives. 

In the same northern indus¬ 
trial city, two youths hurled 
fire bombs into the archbish¬ 
op’s office, but caused little 
damage. Several religious 
buildings have been bombed to 
protest the Roman Catholic 
church’s support for the rul¬ 
ing Christian Democratic 
party. 

In Milan, six young men 
and a girl bound and gagged • 
• woman worker at an em¬ 
ployment office and spray- 
painted slogans on the walls 
reading: "No to exploitation. 
Let’s build workers’ armed 
power and armed worker 
squads. 

In Brescia. 150 convicts 
caused widespread damage in 
their second riot in a week. 

The Rome University was 
c losed for the third time this 
year on Friday, a day after 
snipers killed one policeman 
and wounded three others who 
had helped clear leftist stu¬ 
dents who were occupying 
campus buildings. The Rome 
bureau chief of the Columbia 
Broadcasting System, Pa¬ 
tricia Bernie, was shot in the 
leg. 

The government banned all 
demonstrations in Rome and 
surrounding areas through the 
end of May.

No battle tanks 
for Zaire — U.S. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
president Carter said Friday 
it is "highly unlikely” the 
United States will sell any 
battle tanks to Zaire. 

At a news conference, the 
president also told reporters 
there was evidence Katangan 
soldiers attacking Shaba prov¬ 
ince in southern Zaire had 
been trained in Angola by 
Cuban soldiers. 

However, "we have no 
direct evidence that there are 
Cubans in Zaire,” he said, 
noting the United States does 
not have observers in all 
parts of Shaba. 

Carter said the subject of 
tank sales to Zaire was stud¬ 
ied by the Ford administra¬ 
tion a)x>ul a year ago, but "it 
never came to my attention " 
"I don’t know whether I 


would approve such a sale, 
but it would be highly unlike¬ 
ly.” he said. 

There recently have been 
reports of such a sale follow¬ 
ing congressional testimony 
by State Department aides. 

Carter acknowledged there 
were some problems with 
human rights in Zaire. 

“I’ve never denned Zaire as 
a defender of human rights," 
he said, adding that U S. 
triendship with Zaire "has not 
been predicated on their per¬ 
fection in dealing with human 
, rights." 


WASHINGTON (API - 
President Carter is steering 
his energy policy toward a 
head-on collision with con¬ 
gressional Republicans, pledg¬ 
ing to fight to the last vote for 
a standby gasoline tax. 

But Carter emphasized in a 
news conference Friday that 
gasoline and other fuel taxes 
would be refunded to the pub¬ 
lic through income tax credits 
or direct payments. 

""Carter’s session with report¬ 
ers was his third nationally 
televised appearance this 
week on behalf of his energy 
plan. 

"As tar as the consumers 
are concerned, those who con¬ 
serve a substantial amount of 
energy will derive a substan¬ 
tial financial benefit," he 
said, explaining that the en¬ 
ergy savers’ profit would 
come out of the pockets of 
energy wasters. 

Asked whether his proposed 
standby gasoline tax was real¬ 
ly just A "bargaining chip" to 
be traded away for congres¬ 
sional approval of other en¬ 
ergy policies, Carter said: "I 
am deeply dedioated to the 
gasoline tax and will fight for 
it until the last vote in the 
Congress." 

Senate Republicans, howev¬ 
er, were preparing a "Repub¬ 
lican alternative” energy 
package — reported to ex¬ 
clude Carter’s gasoline, oil 
and natural gas taxes and re¬ 
lying instead on “free mar- j 
kef’ pricing to discourage en¬ 
ergy use. 

At the news conference the 
president also indicated he 
might veto a tax bill in the 
Senate, if Congress retains 
business tax credits which 
Carter wants dropped. 

Despite the variety and | 
complexity of Carter's energy 
proposals presented to a joint 
session of Congress last 
Wednesday night, interest at 


the news conference tended to 
focus on the question: What 
will it cost? 

Carter’s general answer: 
Not much. He said the total 
price of his energy policies by 
1985 was estimated tentatively 
at about $4 billion. 

Carter offered some figures 
to show the financial benefits 
a family could reap by saving 
energy under his program. 

He has proposed a series of 
federal taxes on crude oil, to 
discourage demand, which the 
While House says would bring 
$11.5 billion into the treasury; 
but Carter said it would be 


refunded through personal in¬ 
come tax credits or direct 
payments at the rate of $47 
per ytereon, or $188 a year for 
a family of four. 

He has also proposed a 
"standby" gasoline tax, start¬ 
ing at five cents a gallon and 
rising as high as 50 cents if 
gasoline consumption climbs 
above preset targets. 

Carter said this tax money 
would also be returned to the 
public on an equal j>ei>person 
basis, making it possible for 
economy-conscious families to 
make money on the deal. 

Carter offered the example 


of a family of lour which 
drives 10,000 miles a year in a 
car that gets 27 miles per 
gallon. If a gasoline tax of 25 
cents per gallon were Im¬ 
posed, he said, this family 


would pay an additional $91 a 
year for gasoline; but each 
family member would get 
back $125, for a family total 
of $500 and a yearly profit of 
$409.

The trial, which began in 
November.

► 
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What energy policy? 


C OMMENTING on the crisis measures for energy 
conservation President Carter is asking the 
U S. Congress to enact, Alberta Energy Minister Don 
Getty says there is no question Canadians will have to 
start thinking more about saving fast-dwindling 
supplies of fossil fuels. “We have a potential for self- 
reliance,” he says. However, part of that is not just 
bringing in new supplies — it also involves dramatic 
conservation.” 

He accuses Canadians of being wasteful, just as 
the people of the United States are in the use of oil and 
gasoline, and says incentives are needed here, too, for 
reduced consumption: “That’s something the Alberta 
government has been proposing for some time.” 

This is the energy minister of the oil-province 
talking. Now let’s hear it from Ottawa. 

Federal Energy Minister Alastair Gillespie 
welcomes the U.S. move which, he says, follows the 
lead the Liberal government took way back in 1974 
and. perhaps now the people of Canada will get the 
message. 

“Canadians probably wijl learn more about our 
policies when they start to read his (President 
Carter’s) speech,” Mr. Gillespie says. 

It is true, as everone knows only too well, that 
there has been a series of price increases for oil and 
gas in recent years and a weight tax on low-mileage 
cars was imposed not long ago. 

But what Carter is attempting beats by a country 
mile anything Ottawa has tried in energy 


conservation. We listened to two of his speeches and 
read reports of them as well. 

Our effort? As the Vancouver Province said in an 
editorial following the president’s build-up address 
last Monday for the much stiffer measures than 
Canada’s which he detailed on Wednesday: “In 
Canada, conservation remains the darling of the en¬ 
vironmental and public interest groups. Alastair Gil¬ 
lespie’s ministry publishes beautiful pamphlets and 
advertisements — all extolling the glories of conserva¬ 
tion. But the policies to encourage, or order, conserva¬ 
tion are still sitting in Ottawa. 

“Development of building codes to ensure 
adequate insulation and prevent heat-loss; 
enterprising public transit schemes both in cities and 
between cities; realistic pricing of fuel, particularly 
gasoline; taxation policies which encourage saving 
and discourage waste — we've heard suggestions 
about all of these. But we are still waiting.” 

It is downright nonsense and shameful as well, for 
Mr. Gillespie to say that, by listening to what 
President Carter is saying, Canadians may find out 
something about the energy policies of the Liberal 
government. 

There is no all-embracing policy on energy, or if 
there is it’s about time someone in Ottawa got up on 
his or her hind legs and explained it for a public that 
can only be bewildered more by the national energy 
minister’s latest spouting. 


The glow fades 


U NTIL NOW. THE RECORD of local taxation for 
school purposes in the Greater Victoria School 
District has made sad reading, and in saying so we are 
not overlooking the provincial homeowner grant. 

In the first few years of the present decade the 
increase in the tax rate was small and gradual. In 1970 
the property-owners paid 30.58 mills — $30.58 for every 
$1,000 of taxable valuation of their property — in 
school taxes. In 1971 the rate went up only slightly. In 
1972 it declined, although even more slightly. It may be 
said to have taken off in 1973, when the rate was set at 
32.71 mills and the total municipal contribution to 
school costs in the district was $14,016,396 

In 1974 the rate increased by more than 2Va mills to 
35.22. In 1975 it shot up by more than six mills to 41.36. 
Last year it jumped more than 11 mills to 52.75, and 
the total local “requisition’’ from the municipal 
taxpayers was $28,970,098 — more than double the 
requisition of three years earlier. * 

There may be rejoicing therefore that this year we 
have what at a glance seems to be a small miracle, a 
nine-mill decrease in the rate, which has been set at 
43.7. But as the chairman of the school board. Susan 
Brice, sensibly notes, to get a true picture the 
taxpayers must discount a surpuls of $3.1 million left 
over from last year's budget. 


It must be Remembered. therefore, that (unless 
there is a change in the school financing system, or 
some extraordinary cutting back of costs at the local 
level) an increase of substantial size can be expected 
again next year. 

Without the surplus which arose from over- 
estimation of the board’s expenditures in 1976, this 
year’s tax rate would have been slightly more than 49 
mills, according to Mrs. Brice’s figures, despite an 
increase in the value of a mill and an effort to hold 
down the budget. 

Setting aside then the fact that this year the 
taxpayers are getting a break because last year they 
got a bad deal. 49 mills is the figure that should be used 
for comparisons. And if this were the actual mill-rate, 
it still would be up almost eight mills, or 18 per cent, in 
two years. 

Comparisons are not always fair, because 
circumstances vary. Yet it seems reasonable to 
observe that the provincial average mill-rate is 47.5 
and that the rate for the Vancouver School District this 
year has been set at 43.43, up by a moderate 2.86 mills. 

The small miracle in this light loses some of its 
glow, and Greater Victoria taxpayers can go back to 
dreaming of a provincial government that brings in 
school financing reform. 


Britain: Leaving a sinking ship? 


‘ When the going gets tough, 
the tough get going.’’ runs one 
of the hackneyed slogans of 
military machismo. The going 
has certainly got a lot tougher 
in Britain in recent years, but 
where a great many Britons 
would like to be going is 
abroad In a recent opinion 
poll, just under one-third 
•answered yes to the question: 
“If you were free to do so. 
would you like to settle in 
another country?’’ 

In fact, most people in Bri¬ 
tain will not go anywhere. New 
restrictions on immigrants in 
Canada. Australia and New 
Zealand have already cut 
British emigration figures by a 
quarter over the last five 
years. But the poll shows, bet¬ 
ter than anything else could, 
that the British themselves 
share the view of the rest of the 
world that their island is 
foundering in a sea of debt and 
incompetence. Are they 
ritfht? There is no getting 
round some brutal facts. Bri¬ 
tain's foreign debts, at $45 bil¬ 
lion. are the highest in the 
world. Unemployment is at its 
highest level since the Depres¬ 
sion. and looks like staying 
there for the rest of the decade. 
Inflation has stubbornly stayed 
high, around twice the rate of 
Britain’s main industrial com¬ 
petitors. and living standards 
have actually fallen for several 
years in a row

People are bewildered and 
frightened by all this. It comes 
out in casual conversations 
every day, especially amongst 
the badly squeezed middle 
class. Someone talks obsessive¬ 
ly about his mortgage, another 
is learning to service his own 
car. someone else is planning 
to look for work in the Persian 
Gulf. No wonder that so many 
simply want to get out But is

Britain's future really as awful 
as it seems’’ Popular mood res¬ 
ponds mainly to what it feels 
and sees today, not to long¬ 
term politics and economic 
trends 

That is why so many people 
blame the Labor government 
and socialism in general for 
Britain’s appallingly poor per¬ 
formance in recent years, and 
why the Conservative Opposi¬ 
tion would win an election held 
now. In fact, however, the pre¬ 
sent government is not behav¬ 
ing like a traditional Labor 
government at all. and may be 
the country’s best hope of 
economic salvation It is cer¬ 
tainly true that the British 
style of socialism bears much 
of the responsibility for what 
has gone wrong in the country 
over the last 10 years. It cannot 
be blamed for the general 
economic crisis that has hit 
the West since 1973. but what 
has made things so much worse 
in Britain than elsewhere is 
very low productivity in in¬ 
dustry. 

That, in turn, is mainly due 
to a sometimes ridiculous 
degree of overmanning and 
featherbedding. It isn’t really 
strikes — over the past 10 years 
British industry lost fewer 
days to strikes than any other 
English-speaking country But 
Labor governments have 
always permitted and even 
subsidized this overmanning 
because the party grew out of. 
and still heavily depends on. 
the trade unions, which are 
obsessed with preserving ex- 
is ting jobs. Trade union 
power in Britain is so great 
that it destroyed the last 
Conservative government in a 
dlfe* confrontation in 1974. 
That accounts for the fact that 
other Western governments. 


even though they generally 
blame British-style socialism 
for Britain’s ills, tend to prefer 
a Labor government. They 
reckon that only socialists can 
now cope with the unions and 
with the mess they have 
created There was hardly an 
official in Washington, for ex¬ 
ample. who was hot nervous 
when the Labor government 
nearly fell last month. The 
foreigners may be right, for 
since 1975 the British Labor 
government has done 
something remarkable: won 
the unions’ co-operation in a 
policy of tight wage controls in 
order to damp down inflation. 
It has cut expenditure 
repeatedly, even as unemploy¬ 
ment rose to levels earlier 
thought impossible for a 
British government to survive, 
with the same aim. It is behav¬ 
ing just like a doctrinaire free- 
enterprise party, and so far the 
unions have mostly co¬ 
operated. 

★ ★ ★ 

The results have yet to show, 
but they will come if the 
government can go on as it has 
begun Inflation may be down 
to single figures by next year, 
and if Britain can hold on a few 
years more North Sea oil will 
take care of its foreign debts 
Prime Minister Callaghan's 
government has taken un¬ 
popular and difficult decisions 
at the very limit of political 
feasibility in order to strike at 
the root of the problems. 

Deaths and by-election 
defeats have now made Labor a 
minority government, so it had 
to make a loose parliamentary 
alliance with the small Liberal 
Party last month That will 
probably stave off an election 
for the better part of a year, at 
least, until the time when

dawning signs of economic suc¬ 
cess might give Labor a chance 
of winning 

Meanwhile, the Liberal al¬ 
liance will help Labor leaders 
control their own doctrinaire 
left wing. • which hates 
everything their party is now 
doing — as the Liberal leader 
said, the country would get no 
socialist measures while the al¬ 
liance lasted. The key question 
now is whether tfie government 
can get the unions’ consent to a 
third year of pay controls, 
which will not be easy. 

But if it can, then there is a 
fighting chance that this Labor 
government can undo much of 
the damage done by its 
predecessors. Despite the pre¬ 
sent miasma of gloom, Britain 
may not after all become the 
poor-house of Europe in the 
1980s. and all the would-be 
defectors to foreign climes will 
get their nerve back.

Crazy over horses 


You know — you're not the only one around here 
with on inner life. 


Those hoof beats and whin¬ 
nies you hear off in the dis¬ 
tance come from one of the 
more obscure growth in¬ 
dustries — horses 

The number of horses in the 
United States has almost 
doubled since 1960. from four 
or five million then to about 
eight million now. according to 
the American Horse Council 
i AHC), which paws the ground 
with approval. 

Those animals with velvety 
muzzles and liquid eyes are big 
business, with horse owners 
spending nearly $7 billion year¬ 
ly on feed, services, equip¬ 
ment, and related expenses, 
according to the AHC 

They add that the horse in¬ 
dustry, which includes 
breeding and racing, amounts 
to a combined investment and 
yearly expenses of $13 billion. 

The reason for the horse 
boom, says Mike -Nolan, the 
council’s director of ad¬ 
ministration is simple: “It’s 
what’s responsible for the 
great increase in motorcycling, 
snowmobiling and bicycling; 

. ij s a recreational reason.’’ 

Horses, like those other fun 
forms of transportation, he 
says, are principally used by 
people who want something to 
go out and do for a few hours on 
weekends and vacations. 
Eighty per cent of the people 
who own horses are not doing it 
in competition, racing or show¬ 
ing or rodeo. They’re riding 
trails for pleasure

And most of the 3.2 million 
horse owners in the U.S., ac¬ 
cording to the AHC, are not the 
very rich who ride to hounds 
and own stablee full of well- 
curried Thoroughbreds, but 
just average middle-class and 
low-income families who keep 
a horse just for the fun of it.

fax County section of Virginia 

Now there are six such clubs, 
with almost 400 members, and 
the local 4-H horse and pony 
population has quadrupled, she 
adds. 

In MarylamLthe Blue Ridge 
Arabian Horse Association, 
which began 15 years ago with 
10 to 15 members, now has 170. 
A member of its board of direc¬ 
tors. Mrs Lois Holda. says 97 
per cent of the members are 
horse owners who maintain the 
animals at home, even on “as 
little as two acres,” or board 
them nearby 

Whether kept at home or 
boarded, a horse is still a hefty 
expense to maintain, according 
to AHC records. Mrs. Nolan es¬ 
timates that boarding can co6t 
$100 a month, while feed and 
care at home averages $3 a day 
or $750 a year for expenses in¬ 
cluding hay, grain, and the ser¬ 
vices of a farrier, who takes 
care of horseshoes. 

People are not interested 
just in riding horses They also 


pony up to watch others ride 
The Washington International 
Horse Show ran nine days and 
nights last fall, grossed half a 
million dollars, and drew 68,000 
people, up 30 per cent from the 
previous year, says spokesman 
Cissy Bunn 

The American Horse Council 
represents a roundup of breeds, 
ranging in popularity 
downward from the Quarter 
Horse to the Appaloosa. Ara¬ 
bian, Morgan. Palomino. Nez 
Perce and Chickasaw (like the 
Appaloosa. an Indian breed) 

The AHC represents 100 
organizations, ranging from 
the National Cutting Horse As¬ 
sociation to the American 
Congress of Spotted Asses, 
which is based in Fishtail. 
Montana 

Although approximate 
figures on each breed are 
available, there never has been 
a national horse census or an 
equine census, as its backers 
like to call it. 

★ ★ ★ 

But if Rep John 
Breckinridge, a Democrat 
from the Bluegrass. horse- 
rearing state of Kentucky, has 
his way, there will be a 
national muzzle count by 1978 

Representative Breckinridge 
has just introduced a bill that 
would require the secretary of 
agriculture to hold a horse 
census starting in 1978, then 
every fifth year after that. 

Mr. Breckinridge points out 
that Kentucky conducted its 
own horse poll recently for 
$56,000 and suggests that 
Congress appropriate $3 mil¬ 
lion for its first tally, then 
$600,000 for each five-year 
period following that. 

“A dependable horse 
enumeration,” he says, “is a 
must.”

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Is Bhutto facing power loss in Pakistan despite victory? 


Prime Minister Zulfikar Ali 
Bhutto appears in danger of 
losing power in Pakistan 
despite his victory in a general 
election on March 7. 

As Bhutto declared martial 
law this week amid spreading 
violence and strikes, reports 
from Pakistan indicate that the 
once-popular prime minister 
eventually may suffer the 
same fate as former prime 
minister Indira Gandhi of In¬ 
dia. 

One observer has noted that 


both Gandhi and Bhutto have 
referred to their opponents dis¬ 
dainfully as "a hodge-podge.” 

< Jhat hodge-podge in India 
now is the government — a 
fact, one observer reports, 
“that helps sustain the 
Pakistani opposition in its at¬ 
tempt to achieve in the streets 
what the Indians achieved at 
the polls.” 

Riots and hand-to-hand 
fighting in Pakistani cities 
have already claimed 200 lives, 
and despite curfews, there is no 


sign that the turmoil is 
diminishing. 

The country’s unions have 
called a general strike and the 
opposition Pakistan National 
Alliance remains adamant in 
its demands for Bhutto’s 
resignation and a new election. 

The surface cause of the up¬ 
roar is the opposition’s allege- 
tion that Bhutto rigged the 
election last month to ensure 
his victory. 

Bhutto has acknowledged

some corrupt practices at poll¬ 
ing stations but insists he has 
every right to govern and that 
he is supported by the masses 
of Pakistan’s 75 million people 
who live outside the cities. 

As The Telegraph of London 
reported, however, the issue of 
fresh elections now has become 
“secondary to the removal of 


Prime Minister Bhutto from 
office.” 

The real causes of the con¬ 
flict seem to go far deeper than 
last month’s election. 

Bhutto has remarked that his 
country faced something of an 
identity crisis after its eastern 
wing — now independent 
Bangladesh — was wrenched 
away from Pakistan in a brutal 
civil war in 1971. 

Since he replaced the collaps¬ 
ing military regime after the 


war, Bhutto has faced endless 
conflicts among Pakistan’s 
four provinces, as well as dis¬ 
putes over how Pakistan should 
be governed. 

One issue has been how 
Islamic its society should be. 

In response to opposition 
pressure, Bhutto has in¬ 
troduced prohibition, in line 
with the Islamic prescription 
against alcohol. 

He has also announced 
widespread wage increases to 
try to douse union opposition. 


Neither measure, however, 
appears to have worked. 

Some reports suggest that 
Bhutto, like Gandhi, simply 
lost touch with popular opinion. 

“Bhutto was ruling this 
country so dictatorially that he 
didn’t realize what the people 
were thinking,” says an opposi¬ 
tion leader. 

“He finally took the lid off 
the tea kettle just before the 
election and it has boiled over 
into what you see now in the 
streets.”

Fair play for private schools 


The two principal arguments 
being voiced against the 
proposed government support 
for independent schools seem 
to be that the taxpayer should 
not have to underwrite the 
costs of sending some people’s 
kids to a school that duplicates 
the public school system and 
that the public purse should not 
be made to subsidize schools 
that only the children of the 
rich can attend. 

Both the.above arguments 
are unreasonable. 

The independent schools in 
B.C. save the taxpayer millions 
of dollars every year and have 
done for generations. It costs 
about $1,540 a year (in Saanich) 
to send a child to public school. 
Every child not sent to a 
government school saves the 
taxpayer that amount. If the 
approximately 23,000 students 
now attending independent 
schools in B.C. were suddenly 
transferred to the public sec¬ 
tor, it would cost the people of 
B.C. more than $35,000,000 to 
educate them for one year and 
would probably necessitate the 
construction of several new 
schools in Victoria and Van¬ 
couver. 

The wealthy send their 
children to both public and 
private schools. To contend 
that only the wealthy can send 
their offspring to independent 
schools is incorrect. I personal¬ 
ly know many families who 
sacrifice a good deal to send 


their children to a school that 
they feel offers a more ap¬ 
propriate education. Prills and 
holidays are dispensed with, 
the new car is forgotten, 
mother goes to work; a single 
parent often pays 25 per cent of 
his or her net salary in school 
fees. 

Many schools, fully aware of 
the difficulty some parents 
face, have offered bursaries, 
grants and occasional fee 
reductions in order to permit 
students to attend. No one has 


yet to deny that the established 
independent schools of this 
province offer^igh standard 
of academic training. Dr. 
McGeer now proposes to give 
these schools the slice of the 
pie to which they have long 
been entitled. As a public 
school teacher. I applaud him 
for his ability to live up to his 
election promises, for his sense 
of fairplay and for his guts.

Portugal's optimism fades 
as near bankruptcy looms

When Portugal’s revolution flowered three years ago, it 
produced an outburst of public optimism in the future and 
calls for major social changes. 

A lot has changed since April 25, 1974, but not all the 
alterations have been good and much of the optimism has 
faded. 

For the revolution has pushed the country to near 
bankruptcy and saddled 8.7 million Portuguese with 
mounting unemployment, inflation and shortages. 

Queues now form daily for milk and meat. Potatoes have 
virtually disappeared from the market. Even Bacalhau — 
the dried cod that the Portuguese once called their faithful 
friend — is almost unobtainable. 

The price of everthing has risen at about 26 per cent an¬ 
nually and production in the factories and farms is at rock 
bottom. 

Prime Minister Mario Soares has urged the public to 
work harder for less reward to counter these factors and 
promised them a better future provided Portugal is admitted 
to the European Common Market. 

He drove the point home in two tours of Western Europe 
where he explained his nation’s plight and more recently 
with a trip to the United States for talks with President 
Carter. 

At each stop, he warned that unless his minority 
Socialist government receives a massive infusion of foreign 
aid to revive the economy Portugal’s experiment in - 
democracy could fail. 

In New York, Soares put the price tag for Portugal’s 
economic and political stability at $1.5 billion. 

The afternoon newspaper O Capital mirrored Soares’ 
concern in an editorial commemorating the revolution’s 
third anniversary. 

“Can Portugal still be a viable nation?” The newspaper 
asked. “Because at the end of three years of revolutionary 
process an enormous lack of confidence has been installed in 
our spirits. A profound disillusionment and feeling of being 
deceived has replaced the initial happiness of freedom.” 

One of the signs of this disillusionment has been a 
resurgence of the right-wing, which has now started to form 
parties around men that were first forced to flee in the re¬ 
volution. 

Soares has described this threat from the right as now 
being more serious than from the Communists and the 
radical lelt. For the economic crisis combined with the con¬ 


servative traditions of northern Portugal provides a good 
fertilizer for a shift in that direction. 

By contrast, the Communists and the radical left have 
still not recovered from the after-effects of abortive military 
rebellion their followers staged 17 months ago. 

That event cost the radical left much of its political in¬ 
fluence and any hopes of trying to pressure the Socialists into 
a tacit alliance through the nation's unions. 

The radical left’s power base has been further eroded by 
a government decision to return to former owners some 
firms and farms seized by leftist workers. 

The disruptions caused by these seizures in the chaotic 
days of the revolution has played a key role in sharpening 
Portugal’s economic crisis. 

The radical left’s attempt to collectivize production has 
by most part produced abject failures, necessitating a cons¬ 
tant inflow of government subsidies to survive. TTiis is par¬ 
ticularly true on the collective farms in the southeastern 
Alentejo wheatlands. 

Since being formed, these collectives have soaked up 
more than $100 million in emergency agriculture credits. 

In some, each worker has cost the government $1,000 
each year and recent estimates indicate the nation will have 
little to show for Us investment. 

Agriculture experts predict the grain crop this year will 
be down 50 per cent because the collectives have decided 
against working more than their normal 40-hour week during 
the sowing season?'As a consequence, much of the land was 
not even plowed. 

A similar situation exists in many of the 300 plus com¬ 
panies under so-called worker or state intervention. 
Economists estimate about half these firms have been 
driven to technical bankruptcy by workers reducing their 
work week and increasing their salaries. 

This has created a major dilemma for the govern¬ 
ment. The inclinations of some ministers is to let the companies 
fold, but they are reluctant to move because the firms represent 
70.000 jobs in a small nation with more than 16 per cent un¬ 
employment 

Meanwhile, the government is resorting to a major push 
for tourism to restore its exhausted foreign reserves and 
give the economy new impetus. 

To hold it over until the summer visitors begin arriving, 
the government has asked for and received $300 million in 
emergency import credit aid from the United States. Soares 
would like to see this followed with the request for an inter¬ 
national aid package of $1.5 billion. 

Whether he suceeds or fails to get the money could 
decide his own political survival.

A bid will be made this 
summer by a Vancouver- 
based company to shove a 
10 . 000 -ton itssbreaking barge 
through the Northwest pas¬ 
sage to prove, the firm’s abili¬ 
ty to ship lange loads any¬ 
where in the Arctic. 

The $2 million barge, cur¬ 
rently being built in Japan 
and named the Arctic Break¬ 
er. is scheduled to leave for 
Tuktoyaktnk about June 1 
with a load of drillpipe and 
casing tor oil companies 
working in the Arctic. 

However, the attempt to 
traverse the passage from 
west to east will not start 
until early August and is ex¬ 
pected to take about two 
months at a cost of 54 million. 

The 4.500-mile voyage is 
being planned by Arctic 
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VANCOUVER <CP» Ca¬ 
nadian Cellulose Co. Ltd. 
plans to build a 57.7 million 
smallwood sawmill at Castle- 
gar. company president Ron 
Gross told the company’s an¬ 
nual meeting Friday. 

Gross said the mill should 
create 50 jobs in the East 
Kootenay region. 

He said the new mill is in¬ 
cluded in $75 million in capi¬ 
tal expenditures the company 
plans for this year, more than 
the total capital expended by 
CanCel during the last tour 
years. 

Gross said a substantial 
part of the company’s expen¬ 
diture program is centred 
around Prince Rupert, where 
the company is spending $118 
million to convert a sulphite 
pul pm ill to kraft pulp produc¬ 
tion. 

Tbe new Castlegar mill will 
have an annual production ca¬ 
pacity of 30 million board Jeei 
of planed, kiln-dried lumber 
and also will produce 25.000 
cunits of wood chips. 

Gross said construction of 
the new mill will begin in 
about two months. 

The company re|x>rled lirst- 
quarter earnings before an 
extraordinary ia\ credil of 
$3:4 million or 33 cents a 
share compared with $t mil¬ 
lion or 33 cents a share for 
the corresponding period of 
L976. Net earnings alter the 
tax credit were $4.2 million or 
35 cents a share, compared 
with S6.5 million or 53 cents a 
share. 


Transportation Ltd., a consor¬ 
tium made of up Seaspan In¬ 
ternational Ltd., of Van¬ 
couver; Federal Commerce 
and Navigation (1974). Ltd., of 
Montreal, and Crowley Mari¬ 
time Corp of San Francisco. 

The 316-foot long specially 
designed barge will be pushed 
by two 9 . 00 &-horsepovver tugs 
locked into the barge's stern. 

To ease navigation a tower 
has been built on the badge’s 
bow. and as a further aid a 
helicopter will be aboard to 
chart the path through the ice. 

A group of Canadian scien¬ 
tists aboard will be making 
observations and the barge 
operators will test the vessel’s 
ability in thick ice. 

However, another company 
barge of similar design has 
broken ridge ice up to 17 feel 
thick and sheet ice up to 
seven feet thick.

The federal government is 
studying a cost-sharing pro¬ 
posal by Dome Petroleum of 
Calgary to finance a powerful 
new Class 10 icebreaker. 

Dome proposes to use the 
ship, to be built in Canadian 
shipyards, to extend the now 
short offshore drilling season 
in the Beaufort Sea. 

Dome declined to comment 
on the proposal other than to 
say that the details are still 
under discussion. 

According to Ottawa and 
petroleum industry sources 


the proposal is to have the 
federal government finance 
two-thirds of the cost, es¬ 
timated to be between $100 
million and $150 million, and 
Dome would provide the rest. 

Dome would have first 
rights to use the icebreaker, if 
not outright control of the 
ship to be built to Dome's 
design. 

According to sources the 
rompany hopes to use the ves¬ 
sel to bring liquid natural gas 
barges out of King Christian 
Island, near the North Pole at 
some future date.

Walter Shields, Seattle, a well-known executive in the life 
insurance industry there, said Friday that a female life insur¬ 
ance sales agent would have “no particular advantage’’ over 
her male counterparts but that there is a big need for 
them. 

fields was here to give a motivational talk to about 20 
members of the life Managers Association o^J/ictoria. In an 
interview after his speech he said that the industry in North 
America was getting more heavily into hiring female sales 
agents. 

"But we still have a long way to go compared to other 
countries. Japan, for instance, has more than 4V - per cent of 
its sales agents as females while here the figure is less than 
10 per cent. 

“The figure is climbing though," he added, "and I expect | 
that the number will be more like 20 per cent by 1985.’’ 

The Seattle manager, who in 1971 was president of the U.S. 
managers’ association, said that there is a great need for 
agents of both sexes. 

"On a per-capdta basis, there are fewer and fewer agents v 
serv ing the needs of fewer and fewer people. This is the kind 
of vacuum that governments tend to fill these days," he said. 

Shields told his audience that an agency manager faces a 
big challenge today and said that the office is one of the 
"roughest" in the business. 

"You could kind of compare the role to that of the poor 
guy who is the man-in-the-middle between General Motors 
and its retailers. You get all the problems,” he said. 

Shields then brought rueful smiles from his audience by 
reminding them that a good senior agent often makes more 
money that the agency manager, citing the example of a 72- 
year-old agent who Mi happily earning a six-figure annual 
paycheque.

For the past year View 
Royal has been asking the 
school board to be the vehicle 
to bring the unorganized area 
into the Vancouver Island Re¬ 
gional Library system. 

Buy beyond saying that it 
was not certain of its legal 
position, the school board has 
not replied to View Royal’s 
request. 

“As an unorganized area we 
cannot apply directly to the 
Vancouver Island Regional 
Library system," View 
Royal’s director on the re¬ 
gional board, Pat Massy, said 
Friday. 

“Under the Libraries Act 
the school board has to join 
on our behalf. 

“'But beyond using their 
name, we want nothing from 
the board. 

‘‘View Royal residents 
would pay their own way, and 
any levy would be a separate 


entry on the tax notice so that 
the school board would not be 
blamed for the levy. 

“I simply cannot under¬ 
stand the attitude of the 
school board. 

“It’s incomprehensible to 
me that they would block a 
library service for View 
Royal in this way.” 

The library was the 19T1 
centennial project in View 
Royal, and has operated on a 
voluntary basis from the 
basement of the community 
hall since then. 

vincial travelling library ser¬ 
vice of the library'’develop¬ 
ment commission, which 
turned oyj»r the books every 
four months. 

However, that service will 
be phased out at the end of 
May and View Royal will be 
left with some paperback 
books which have been donat¬ 
ed and a few other books 


bought with money derived 
from fines. 

More than 300 library mem¬ 
bership cards have been 
issued, and the library has a 
circulation of more than 500 
books a month. 

The regional library system 
will cost about $14,000 or $14 a 
household annually, according 
to Mrs. Massy. 

In contrast the district 
would have to pay between 
$32,000 and $39,000 if it were 
to link up with the Victoria 
Public Library. 

“We held some public meet¬ 
ings in View Royal on this 
subject,” she said. 

“They were exceptionally 
well advertised meetings, 
with circulars delivered to 
each household, and as a re¬ 


sult residents voted over¬ 
whelmingly to join the region¬ 
al library.” 

A request from View Royal 
to school board to enter into 
an agreement with the region¬ 
al library system on behalf of 
the district led to letter writ¬ 
ing between the board and the 
provincial education ministry. 

The school board wanted a 
legal opinion on its compli¬ 
ance with View Royal’s re¬ 
quest. 

J. L. Canty, superintendent 
of administrative services 
with the ministry, declined to 
give a legal opinion, but said 
that his department had a 
legal opinion from the attor¬ 
ney-general’s department 
which felt the action was pos¬ 
sible. 


Canty suggested the school 
board could get a second legal 
opinion.

Although the construction 
pace on Vancouver Island 
has slowed perceptively from 
last year. Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation re¬ 
gional manager Christopher 
Dowling says work is proceed¬ 
ing on low-cost housing and 
facilities for the elderly. 

Vancouver Island housing 
starts would be lower than the 
8,132 in 1976, but federal fi¬ 
nancing would continue to be 
available. 

Dowling said that of the 
8,132 new housing starts last 
year, 3,141 were provided 
under funds or guarantees 
from the National Housing 
Act. 

These included 2,577 homes 
foF families of modest in¬ 
come. 70 homes for low-in¬ 
come families and 144 senior- 
citizen units. 

Dowling, in his annual re¬ 
port, said that on Vancouver 
Island, as elsewhere in Cana¬ 
da, 1976 was a year of recov¬ 
ery in the housing sector of 
the economy. 

The 8,132 housing starts on 
the Island contributed to a 
record national total of 273,203 
units. 

A good portion of the activi¬ 
ty was in response to federal 
hbusing initiatives, 'such as 
the Assisted Home Ownership 
Program and the Assisted 
Rental Program, both aimed 
at encouraging affordable 
housing. to 

“There are indications that, 
for the short term at least, 
the supply of rental unite and 
of some types of ownership 
units may have caught up 
with demand,” Dowling said. 

“However, emphasis will 
continue to be placed on the 
provision of affordable hous¬ 
ing. Care facilities, too, both 
for the elderly and the han¬ 
dicapped, will be supported 
by NHA funding.”

“There can be no specific 
sef-executing rules for the 
handling of terrorist-hostage 
stories,” he said, Find CBS 
would “continue to apply the 
normal tests of news judg¬ 
ment” in its coverage.

In announcing those guide¬ 
lines. CBS News became the 
first major news organization 
to have publicly confronted a 
situation that has plagued and 
perplexed journalists in re¬ 
cent years: whether to pursue 
a hostage story to such an ex¬ 
tent that they provide a plat¬ 
form for terrorists to promote 
their causes — and encourage 
other terrorists to do the same 
— or to lie back on the story 
at the risk of not providing 
all pertinent information to 
the public. 

The other two major net¬ 
works have given serious 
thought to the problem, but 
have not gone as far. NBC 
News president Richard Wald 
said he had issued instruc 7 
tions to NBC news personnel, 
stressing the need to “be 
careful, be sensible and not 
hasty” in covering hostage 
stories. ABC News president 
William Sheehan said his net¬ 
work had given its hostage 
coverage cELreful consider¬ 
ation and w*as aware of the 


problems involved, but he 
said he did not want to be 
looked into a specific set of 
rules that would be applied to 
each case.

Judge showed no conflict , 
says B. C. lawyers group

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VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
British Columbia Law Society 
has mounted an unprece¬ 
dented defence of a New 
Westminster county court 
judge to deny allegations the 
judge was involved in a con¬ 
flict of interest. 

The society held a news 
conference Friday to deny al¬ 
legations that Judge David 
Hinds, while serving as solici¬ 
tor for Chilliwack municipal¬ 
ity, permitted personal inter¬ 
ests to conflict with his of¬ 
ficial duties. 

The unanswered allegations, 
referred to in the legislature 
by Bob Skilly (NDF—Alber- 
ni), were that Hinds owned 
shares in a company that 
sought to have certain lands 
removed from the agricul¬ 
tural land reserve. The alle¬ 
gations were made in Febru¬ 
ary and referred to the period 
before Hinds was appointed to 
the bench. 

The society said that be¬ 
cause of the tradition in which 
judges never answer adverse 
allegations, the law society 
felt bound to speak on behalf 
of Hinds. It said that no "ap¬ 
propriate authority has made 
any public statement on the 
matter.’ 

Prominent lawyers who 
looked into the matter include 
Allan McEachem, Harry Ran¬ 


kin, Mary Sou thin and Thom¬ 
as Fisher, the four senior 
benches of the society, and 
Norman Severide, bencher for 
the Fraser Valley. 

A statement by the lawyers 
said Hinds, who was appoint¬ 
ed /picen's counsel in 1971 and 
appointed to the bench in Jan¬ 
uary, 1974, became a share¬ 
holder in Chilliwack Valley 
I^ands Ltd. in 1957. 

"As a result of various dev¬ 
elopments. in 1964 Chilhvack 
Valley Land6 acquired a mi¬ 
nority interest in Sardis Land 
and Development and Hinds 
thus had an indirect inlei-est 
in the latter,” the statement 
slid. 

It said that because of a 
pollution control board deci¬ 
sion it became necessary in 
1972 for a sewer to be built to 
service Fraser Valley Milk 
Products’ plant at Sardis and 
the Fraser Valley Frosted 
Foods plant in the vicinity of 
land owned by Sardis Land 
and Development Co. 

The municipality was not 
required to pay any costs of 
the project. The arrange¬ 
ments made by the municipal¬ 
ity of Chilliwack were that 
Sardis Land and Development 
would pay 62 per cent while 
the other two companies 
would hear the rest. 

The society’s statement- said 


that at no time did Hinds act 
as solicitor for the Sardis 
company and he had not 
acted as. solicitor for Chilli¬ 
wack Valley Lands since 1963. 

Shares he was holding in 
trust for a client in Jacaro 


Enterprises, Ltd., which had 
an interest in the Sardis com¬ 
pany, did not confer any ben¬ 
eficial interest on Hinds "ex¬ 
cept a possible five per cent 
per year, a total dividend 
which never was declared."

Veterans law 
passes hurdle 



OTTAWA (CP) — Conserva¬ 
tive and New Democratic 
Party MPs called on Veterans 
Affairs Minister Dan Mac¬ 
Donald Friday to continue his 
fight on behalf of veterans as 
the Commons gave final ap¬ 
proval to legislation speeding 
review of pension decisions. 

Conservative veterans critic 
Jack Marshall and NDP 
House Leader Stanley 
Knowles said there were 
many shortcomings in pension 
benefits available to those 
who fought in the two world 
wars. 

Marshall, who represents 
Ihe Newfoundland riding of 
Humber-St. (leorges-St. 
Barbe, said the pension sys¬ 
tem had to be flexible to clear 
up a backlog of cases. 


Knowles repeated calls for 
pensions for the remaining 200 
men who were prisoners-of- 
war in the First World War. 

The legislation, which now 
needs Senate approval and 
royal assent to become law, 
will upgrade the Pension Re¬ 
view Board’ Which hears ap¬ 
peals from veterans on deci¬ 
sions on the pension requests 
by the Canadian Pension 
Commission. 

The bill will create a deputy 
chairman for the board to in¬ 
crease its ability to handle a 
backlog of 3,000 cases. The 
five board members will have 
their terms increased ' to 10 
years from five years. The 
board also will be allowed to 
add two temporary members 
who can sit for up to a year.

WINNIPEG (CP) - Mani¬ 
toba’s New Democratic Party 
government brought down a 
pre-election budget Friday 
with no tax increases and 
some token reductions. 

Finance Minister Saul Mill¬ 
er also told the legislature 
that plans for a special job- 
program will be an- 
within 10 days. 

Tax changes in the budget 
include: 

• Increased exemptions 
from succession duties and 
gift taxes, effective at mid¬ 
night Thursday night, that 
will save Manitobans $2.5 mil¬ 
lion in the fiscal year that 
began April 1; 

• Elimination of the provin¬ 
cial sales tax of five per cent 
on insulation used in building 
new homes, effective at mid¬ 
night Friday; 

• Removal of about 75.000 
low-income Manitobans from 
provincial income-tax rolls, 
retroactive to Jan. 1; 

• Changes in the provincial 
Income tax rate roughly 
equivalent to a reduction of 
eight-tenths of one per cent, 1 
also retroactive to Jan. 1. 

Included in the budget 
speech were changes in the 
property tax credit plan pre¬ 
viously announced by Miller 
that will raise benefits by $25 
to a minimum of $225 a year 
and a maximum of $375. 

The budget provides for a 
deficit of $8.6 million. The 
province had planned for a 
deficit of $12.8 million for the 
fiscal year just ended, but 
wound up with a deficit of 
about $19 million.

Chinese 


MOSCOW (UPI) — The So¬ 
viet Union Friday blasted 
China at a Lenin birthday cel¬ 
ebration for doing “damage to 
the cause of peace” in the 
strongest Kremlin attack on 
Peking since the death of Mao 
Tse-tung last September. Chi¬ 
nese guest* promptly walked 
out. 

The speech, delivered by 
Central Committee Secretary 
Mikhail Zimyanin, took on 
added significance because of 
the presence of Communist 
party general secretaiy Leon¬ 
id Brezhnev in the panoply of 
party leaders attending the 
Kremlin ceremonies. 

Zimyanin also renewed Mo¬ 
scow's warding to the Carter 
administration to drop its sup¬ 
port of Soviet human rights 
campaigners. He clearly 
linked the human rights issue 
to agreement on a new Stra- 
t e g i c Arm* Limitations 
Treaty (SALT!. 

The Kremlin had stopped 
all criticism of China’s lead¬ 
ers tor six months and then 
adopted a relatively mild tone 
in response to the propaganda 
barrage maintained through¬ 
out by Peking. 

"The known position of 
China. In which regrettably, 
there have been no changes in 
recent times, inflicts direct 
damage to the anti-imperialist 
struggle and the cause of 
peace.” Zimyanin said. 

"Attempts are continuing in 
Peking at building up interna¬ 
tional tensions, at striking al¬ 
liance with the most reaction¬ 
ary forces, anti-Soviet propa¬ 
ganda is being fanned,” he 
said. "This policy clearly runs 
counter to the vital interests 
of all peoples.” 

Chinese charge d'affairs 
’ Wang Chin-Chin rose and left 
the Palace of Congresses 
where he was representing his 
embassy. China has not had 
an ambassador in Moscow for 
years. ' 

Zimyanin avoided any 
direct attack on the Carter 
administration. He accused 
"the opponents of the relax¬ 
ation of tensions” of attempt¬ 
ing to "complicate” Soviet- 
American relations. 

But he reiterated the Soviet 
demand for "political real¬ 
ism” from Washington to 
SALT negotiations and tied an 
agreement to the human 
rights issue. 

"The relations between the 
U.S.S.K. and the U.S.A. can 
only be based on equality and 
equal security of the sides, 
strict observance of the prin¬ 
ciple of non-interference in 
each other’s internal affairs,” 
the speaker said.

The suit filed in New York 
by Dr. Alexander asked the 
court to enjoin further sale of 
Roots and to provide her with 
an unspecified percentage of 
the profits. 

Doubleday and Co., publish¬ 
er of Roots, also was named a 
defendant in the complaint. 

Haley, reached in Durham, 
said he was aware of Alex¬ 
ander and her book but never 
read it. 

"I guess the first thing to 
tell you is I’m simply as¬ 
tonished. Of course I know' 
her and 1 have high esteem 
for her. I have heard of her. 

"I have never read Jubilee, 
no. I am really very curious 


to see on what basis the alle¬ 
gations she makes are found¬ 
ed.” 

James McGrath, general 
counsel for Doubleday, also. 
denied the charges. Asked if 
Haley took any part of Roots 
from Jubilee, McGrath said, 
"Oh no, no.” 

“It’s not surprising that 
people who write, blockbuster 
books are accused of this type 
of thing because other people 


can have the same ideas, hut , 
I don’t see any problem with 
this fthe suit) at. all,” 
McGrath said.

Stanley Clinton Davis of the 
trade department announced 
ihe ruling in the Commons 
Thursday, the queen’s 51st 
birthday. The exemption from 
the new Companies Act which 
came into force Monday also 
covers the rest of the Royal 
Family and foreign heads of 
state and their families. 

The new act is designed to 
enable companies to tind out 
who is behind attempts to 
take them over. It requires 
stockholders disclose holdings 
of more 1 than five per cent of 
a firm's shares and allows 
companies to find out who 
ovvrts large blocks of shares if 
it. is suspected they are held 
by dummy stockholders. 

The royal holdings will no 
longer be a complete secret, 
but they will be a closely 
guarded one. David said that 
they, along with others that 
are exempt, will be listed to¬ 
gether on companies’ books 
a« “Bank of England nomin¬ 
ees.” 

The Bank of England will 
maintain a register of the 
shareholdings concerned and 
will know the true identity of 
the holders.

of a rare, sometimes fatal 
children ’• disease called 
Reye’s sytodrome. 

Rozee s aid R.eye’s syn¬ 
drome w^s a multifactorial 
disease- -no one yet knows ex¬ 
actly what causes it — and 
some scientist* feel the emul¬ 
sifier may act as a trigger, 
making the body mare.vulner- 
aibleto virus infections. 

He said there wa* “an asso¬ 
ciation” between influenza 
virus outbreaks and the ap¬ 
pearance of Reye’s syndrome. 
A similar association existed 
between measles virus and 
multiple sclerosis, another 
multifactorial disease about 
which little was known, he 
said. 

Rozee speculated that man¬ 
made chemicals, such as 
emulsifiers, may act as 
“virus enhancers ”. 

J. F. Crocker, the Dalhousie 
University researcher who 
first pointed out the possible 
link between the spruce bud- 
worm spray'program and the 
appearance of Reye’s syn¬ 
drome in New Brunswick, 
said the maritime province 
wasn't the only province to 
report the disease. 

He said Ontario has had 30 
cases of the syndrome since 
1965, and Quebec, which had 
no cases prior to 1970, now’ 
reports 22 and that both have 
spruce budworm spraying 
operations. In comparison, 
New Brunswick has had 10 
cases of Reye’s Syndrome 
since 1970. 

He said the situation 
seemed worse in New Bruns¬ 
wick than in other provinces 
because New Brunswick is the 
only province with a spruce 
budworm spraying program 
which has supported re¬ 
searcher’s efforts to get to the 
bottom of the Reye’s syn¬ 
drome question. 

Patrick McTaggart-Cowan, 
former chairman of the 


Science Council, who chaired 
the discussion afler sym¬ 
posium papers were deliv¬ 
ered. asked what effect 
'breathing fenitrothion spray 
has on human heajth. 

Rozee told him no one was 


sure and that up to half the 
spray used in the budworm 
program seems to drift away 
from the spray site and 
coudn’t be accounted for by 
measurements taken on trees 
or soil.

Saanich student hiring deal

Seventy summer jobs for 
students appear safe following 
a meeting Friday between the 
Canadian Union of Public 
Employee* and a Saanich mu¬ 
nicipal management team. 

Although all those attending 
the two-hour session refused 
comment, the Colonist has 
learned that CUPE Local 374 
officials agreed to a request 
that the question of wage 
rates for students be placed 
before a full union mem¬ 
bership meeting. 

It was also learned a rec¬ 
ommendation would be placed 
before the meeting that stu¬ 
dents hired not receive union 
rates. The union is on record 


as opposing the hiring of any¬ 
one not paid qpion rates. 

The meeting, described as 
“fairly successful,” was ar¬ 
ranged to try to resolve a con¬ 


troversy over wage rates for 
summer students. 

Saanich has received approv¬ 
al for 30 jobs under the pro¬ 
vincial summer employment 


student program which pays 
322.50 a day. 

At this week’s council meet¬ 
ing aldermen voted to allocate 
3100,000 from the municipal

The 
tentative reduction in proper- 
tv taxes will be made possible 
by a dramatic drop in toe 
school levy tor 1977. 


South Park 

Renovate 
school 
— Glazier 


Attempts to save South 
Park school from toe 
wrecker’s hammer received 
support Friday from Victoria 
Aid. Murray Glazier. 

Glazier, chairman of city 
council’s finance committee, 
agreed with the Greater Vic¬ 
toria school district, which 
has urged the provincial rec¬ 
reation and conservation 
ministry to finance the resto¬ 
ration of the old school build¬ 
ing. 

But Glazier went one step 
further. He said the city 
should consider cancelling an 
anticipated $400,000 addition 
to James Bay community 
school on Oswego, and instead 
use the money to upgrade 
South Park school. 

He said toe old school on 
Douglas, opposite Beacon Hill 
Park, was “a magnificent 
building” that might be lost 
because of lack of funds. 

City council recently ap¬ 
proved an 8,000-square-foot 
addition to James Bay com¬ 
munity school, but Glazier 
said couiKil should consider 
cancellation of that project. 

He said studies had shown 
enrolment un that area was 
declining. Qn toe other hand, 
if South Pane school could be 
restored, it would render a 
total of 32,000 square feet of 
usable space. 

The James Bay Community 
Association, he said, could use 
much of that space. 

Restoration of South Park 
school is estimated at be¬ 
tween $400,000 and 3861,000. 


Glazier, chairman of city 
council’s finance committee, 
stressed that further cuts in 
the city’s preliminary mill 
rate might be achieved during 
a series of budget sessions 
that would be open to the 
press. 

Following a number of trim¬ 
ming sessions with toe city’s 
department heads, the prelim¬ 
inary budget looks like this: 

With no further cuts of the 
city’s general mill levy, the 
total budget will be about 541 
million, a 31.5-million drop 
from the 1976 budget. 

The tentative levy stands at 
99.851 mills, compared with 
106.145 last year. 

That includes levies for the 
city’s general purposes, the 
hospital, regional board, B.C. 
Assessment Authority and 
school board levies. 

Unless city council makes 
lurtoer cuts, the general pur¬ 
pose levy will rise by one 
mill. 

The Greater Victoria School 
Board has announced it will 
lower its mill rate by nine 
mills. 

To illustrate what the antic¬ 
ipated reduction in this year’s 
property taxes would mean to 
homeowners. Glazier said 
that someone who paid 5700 
last year could expect to pay 
$658 this year. 

He also put it another way; 

‘Victoria taxpayers will 
have 31.3 million more in 
their pockets this year to 
spend on other things. That’s 
good.” 

Glazier stressed several 
times that the one-mill in¬ 
crease in the city’s portion of 
the total budget was by no 
means final. 

In the past few months, he 
said, council had gone over 
departmental estimates and 
made cuts wherever possible, 
there was. he added, definitely 
room for further reductions 
which would be made between 
now and May 15, the day the 
mill rate must be approved 
by council. 

Glazier said substantial cuts 
had already been made in 
most departments. A 3500,000 
item requested by recreation 
director Jack Morgan for new 
equipment and renovations 
for Memorial Arena had been 
deleted. 

The parks department, he 
said, had more than 5200.000 
slashed from its shopping list; 
another $70,000 was taken out 
of the traffic department’s es¬ 
timates. 

As in previous years, mate¬ 
rial accompanying the prelim¬ 
inary budget figures contains 
reference to the fact that the 
provincial government isn’t

and the city of Victoria have 
signed an agreement under 
which the province would buy 
the old courthouse in Bastion 
Square for $1.

“I want to see how many 
students are prepared to work 
for $4 an hour; let the union 
see just how many people are 
prepared to work for that 
kind of money.” 

The students' would be em¬ 
ployed on jobs that otherwise 
would not be done, such as 
helping in the municipal yard 
and assisting with inspections. 

“We may get full-time re¬ 
cruitment here,” he said. 

“That in itself, would be a 
worthwhile undertaking.”

Aid lopped on account of accounting

As the time for final ap¬ 
proval of municipal budgets 
draws near each year, a com¬ 
mittee of representatives of 
the four core municipalities 
sits down to consider requests 
for grants from a variety of 
charities. 

Many seemingly worthy 
causes on the list considered 
this year have been rejected, 
mostly, according to Oak Bay 
representative Aid. Shirley 
Dowell, because they failed to 


supply comprehensive finan¬ 
cial stastements to toe com¬ 
mittee. 

Those grants which were 
recommended to the councils 1 
of Victoria, Oak Bay, Saanich 
and Esquimalt would be 
shared on the basis of 40.85, 
10.57, 39.28 and 9.3 per cent 
respectively. 

Twenty-five groups which 
sought a total of $239,223 in 
cash grants from the four mu¬ 
nicipalities were refused. Two 
others rejected were told to 


apply directly to the munici¬ 
palities. 

Six other groups which 
sought cash grants totalling 
$141,912 will actually receive 
$71,444 providing the four 
councils ratify the commit¬ 
tee's recommendations, which 
is largely a formality. 

The committee ruled !t 
could provide only a seven 
per cent increase over what 
was awarded the groups last 
year. 

Thirteen other organizations 
which asked a grant in lieu of 


provincial government to be 
responsible for housing the 
Maritime Museum of B.C., 
now located in the courthouse 
building. 

“Tlie museum will remain 
at its present location for 
now,” she said. 

The city originally pur¬ 
chased the courthouse from 
the province in the early 1960s 
and used it for temporary of¬ 
fice space while city hall was 
renovated and expanded be¬ 
fore turning it over to the mu¬ 
seum.

Oak Bay to tap 
businessmen 

on Village fate 


Oak Bay council will send 
out a questionnaire soon to 
businesses in the Oak Bay Vil¬ 
lage asking their views on 
guidelines for redevelopment 
of the community’s heart. , 

Both property owners and 
tenants of the buildings in the 
village — that section of Oak 
Bay Avenue from Wilmot 
Place to Monterey Avenue — 
are being asked to give their 
views. 

A draft questionnaire to be 
considered by council’s com¬ 
mittee A says that after their 
views were obtained, council 
would “formulate a policy 
wiiich would include toe type 
of business to encourage and 
the style of architecture upon 
redevelopment.” 

It noted the need for park¬ 
ing was growing at 10 to 12 
spaces a year and asked 
suggestions on how and if this 
need should be met. 

If the draft, by municipal 
engineer and planner Geoff 
White, is approved, respon¬ 
dents would be asked whether 
they would like more small 
stores or the same number of 
stores, and whether offices 
should be-removed from the 
street level. 

As to architecture, the ques¬ 


tionnaire offers the choice of 
a mock Tudor or other uni¬ 
form style, and whether rede¬ 
velopment should be one or 
two storeys. 

On parking, the options are 
to let things remain as they 
are. change time limits, or 
provide more spaces either at 
the cost of the company rede¬ 
veloping a property or to be 
paid tor by the municipality. 

White said Friday the ques¬ 
tionnaire' was designed to 
assist council in reaching a 
policy on requirements that 
would have to be met by de¬ 
velopers in the village. 

He said it did not foreshad¬ 
ow a plan for intensive rede¬ 
velopment of the village, al¬ 
though several proposals to 
rebuild parts of it have been 
made to council. 

White said there were no 
plans to,pnlargotoe village. A 
proposal a few years ago 
would have converted a lane 
north of Oak Bay Avenue into 
a new street, with rows of 
shops both sides.

^many home gardeners will, be 
buying and setting out bed¬ 
ding plants in the beds, plant¬ 
ers and window boxes around 
the front of the house. 

The commercial growers 
seem to be in tune with this 
desire, for the greenhouse 
men and garden shops are of¬ 
fering an unusually wide se¬ 
lection of fine, healthy plants 
this year. 

There is such a wealth of 
kinds and varieties, in fact, 
that it isn’t easy to decide just 
what to buy. There are a few 
broad principles, however, 
which should be kept in mind 
when choosing bedding pflants 
for out front. 

, One very common mistake 
is for the novice gardener to 
go hog-wild when faced with 
the wealth of plant material 
offered in the garden shops, 
and come home with a little of 
almost everything the man 
has to offer — a box of snap¬ 
dragon plants, another of pan¬ 
sies, some larkspur, zinnias, 


petunias, marigolds — and 
proceed to bung them all into 
the one flower bed. 

Such a conglomeration of 
different shapes, different 
colors and different heights 
can never create a really eye¬ 
catching effect 

I have no objection to 
growing a wide variety of 
flowers and I wouldn’t hesi¬ 
tate to plant up a mishmash 
of several different kinds all 
in one bed, but not out around 
the front of the house. 

Plant them around the side, 
or oat back, where the family 
can enjoy them and where 
you can cut plenty of flowers 
for your vases and bowls, but 
keep the beds and planters 
out front for bold, solid 
masses of color. 

You see, those front beds 
are not just for growing flow¬ 
ers. period. Their function is 
to enhance the appearance of 
your home, and the beauty 
and charm of the individual 
flowers is not important — it 
is the overall effect that 
counts. 

A variety of flowers in dif¬ 
ferent sizes, shapes and colors 
may look quite attractive 
when viewed from close up. 


where each individual bloom 
may be appreciated, but such 
a mixture blends together and 
creates a somewhat wishy- 
washy gffect when viewed by 
passers-by in the street. 

A really bold mass of, say, 
scarlet salvia, or orange 
marigolds, or purple petunias 
will hit you in the eye from 
half a block away, and will be 
noticed even by people speed¬ 
ing by in cars. * 

Take a tip from thfc way 
flower beds are planted up in 
the public parks and go for 
bold masses of solid color. , 

Another very common mis¬ 
take lies in selecting plants 
far those front beds which 
come into bloom too late in 
the summer, or those which 
have only a very short season 
of bloom. 

Suppose, for instance, that 
you are fond of asters. These 
lovely flowers, especially the 
modern shaggy varieties, are 
a decided'asset to the autumn 
scene, but they don’t start 
blooming until well into 
August, and the summer will 
be more than half over before 
you have any color in those 
front beds. 

Buy and plant asters, by all 


means — no garden Is com* 
plete without them — but not* 
in the ornamental beds ou£ 
front 

By the same token, you 
could plant godetias, clartdas » 
annual poppies, or a dozens 
and one other fine flower* 
which bloom early but don’t 
remain In bloom more than, 
for a few short weeks. These* 
plants would be all tuckered 
out by August, and againe 
these street-facing beds woul<J 
be without color, this tlm* 
during the last summer an<f 
fall. Z 

Some folks, tired of buying; 
and setting out bedding plants 
every spring, figure they can 
beat the rap by massing pe¬ 
rennial flowers irr those front 
beds. In fact, I had a letter 
not long ago asking my opin¬ 
ion of planting up the from 
beds with peonies to save 
work. I had to point out that a 
peony plant remains in bloom 
for not much more than three 
weeks out of the whole year. 

Make no mistake about it — 
there are no perennials which 
can put on anything like as 
colorful and long-lasting dis¬ 
play as the humble annual 
bedding plant.

If words were still pic- 
tog r a m«. “responsibility” 
might be represented by the 
pursed, grimacing mouth of a 
Victoria father — filled with 
the sour taste of duty like an 
unsweetened lemon drop. 

It is certainly one of the 
less popular words of the mo¬ 
ment. Responsibility, we keep 
assuming, is the opposite of 
freedom; and “freedom” is 
certainly one of the more 
fjopular words of the moment. 

But perhaps we dislike the 
word "responsibility,” not be¬ 
cause it means nothing to us 
but because it means too 
much. Responsibility is the 
angel we wrestle with, even 
when we refuse to give it a 
name. 

The idea of responsibility (if 
not the word) has begun to 
c reep back into the conversa¬ 
tion in the area — oddly 
enough — cf art. In a number 
of ways the artist has. been 
the avant-gardiste of the cult 
of freedom. Freedom, one is 
constantly told, is the sine 
qua non of "modern” art. 
Freedom of technique. Free¬ 
dom of subject matter. Free¬ 
dom to try absolutely every¬ 
thing — with no strings at¬ 
tached. 

Yet in 'Flie Literary View, 
in the New York Times book 
review, John Leonard haS 
written a whole column about 
the artist and responsibility

without, of course, ever men¬ 
tioning the word. His specific 
point is that there are too 
many novels of terminal hope¬ 
lessness. 

’’What do we see when we 
look in a mirror? The abyss 
. . . Who are we? If we are 
men, we are monsters of in¬ 
sensitivity ... If w-e are 
wiomen, we are whiners ... If 
we are children, we are vic¬ 
tims.” 

"One doesn’t ask for happy 
endings,” Leonard concludes. 
"But maybe, a happy middle? 
A triend or two in the usual 
sea of alienations? Some in¬ 
stance of generosity, some air 
in the room? . . . Please, sir, 
may I have a little less noth¬ 
ingness for breakfast?” A 
little less "programatic help¬ 
lessness.” 

Ah! "Programatic’’ is the 
key word, implying that noth¬ 
ing' is more responsible, noth¬ 
ing is less helpless than a de¬ 
termined and even aggressive 
depiction of helplessness. 

It is a truism nowadays to 
say that the artist creates a 
world and is good enough to 
share it with us; and we are 
rominded that it is very bad 
form to criticize him for the 
worlds he has not chosen to 
create. 


Leonard is committing >ist 
that heresy. He is saying that 
the deus artist is responsible 
for what he leaves out as well 
as what he puts in — that a 
reader (or listener, or viewer) 
is free to object; ‘"Hiis is not 
my world. And why isn’t it? 
You owe me.” 

Like Saul Bellow in his 
Nobel speech, Leonard, longs 
to make clear that the artist 
is not an Aeolian harp on 
whose strings, willy-nilly, the 
winds blow. At least partly 
one inclines toward the breeze 
one-wishes to be blown by — 
one looks toward the vision 
one bears witness to, 

George Steiner carries the 
point even further in discuss¬ 
ing the art historian. Ew M. 
Gombricht, in the pages of 
the New Yorker. 

"The eye la never naked,” 
Steiner writes bluntly as his 
opening sentence. His essay is 
an argument that the artist 
sees what he is taught to see, 
often by other artists. Th£ 
first sentence leads straight to 
the last sentence: “Culture is 
the ordering of perception.” 

Obviously neither Leonard 
nor Steiner is claiming that 
art is conscious, like an edito¬ 
rial. But they are arguing 


that a Rembrandt, for in¬ 
stance, convinces his viewers 
to see life as light-and- 
shadow, just as a great come¬ 
dian, for a few minutes, can 
persude even people with no 
sense of humor to see life as 
funny. 

Doubtless it is more conv^L 
nient for the artist, like the 
rest of us to say: "I’m nol 
responsible for the new* I 
bring you. I didn't make the 
world the way it is.” 

But the artist is more than 
a camera, as he will be the 
first to insist in another mood. 
And a camera, as Steiner 
would point out, is the least 
naked of eyes anyway 
shadinc, framing, and angling 
to make its preferred state¬ 
ment. 

The responsibility of the 
artist, the responsibility of the 
politician, the soldier, the 
lover, the friend, the parent, 
the child — the responsibility 
of all human beings — is aw e*^* 
som. 

No wonder we have 
much trouble talking about if 
No wonder it has oeoome < 
secret from ourselves. N£ 
wonder we find it so mu 
easier to talk about freedoms 

But, on the other hand. how££ 
can we go on denying the rew» 
sponsibility that is du^ 
others? For in so doing w*^ 
also deny the forgiveness thag* 
is due ourselves.

There is no easy way to lose 
weight. 

That’s the message from 
Dr. Grant Gwinup, chairman 
of tire division of erf 
docpnology and metabolism 
at the University of California 
at Irvine School of Medicine. 

Gwinup said in an interview 
that there’s only one way to 
shed pounds. 

And that is to burn off more 
calories than you eat. 


And that, Gwinup admits, is 
not easy for most people in 
today’s mechanized world. 

It may, he said, require a 
major revamping of life style. 

“Most people get essentially 
no exercise,’’ he said. “We’re 
ail so conditioned to living el 
liciently with garage door 
opener, power lawn mower, 
opener, peywer lawn mowers, 
power steering, power tooth¬ 
brushes, elevators, escalators 
. . . We’d be much better off if 
we abandoned all that and

lived differently, getting the 
kind of exercise we’d have 
gotten if we’d lived a thou¬ 
sand years ago.” 

He likened the body’s fat 
stores to the fuel burned by 
an automobile. 

'•It's an energy-rich sub¬ 
stance deposited in the body 
to sustain it during periods of 
not eating. Unfortunately.’’ he 
said, “most of us carry 
around enough fat to sustain 
us for weeks or even months 
. if we did not eat at all. And in 
doing dial, we suffer from a 
health point of view’. 

“But there is no easy way 
to get rid of those excess 
. pounds of fat. Each one of 
them represents 3,500 calo- 
| ries. 

To lose one you have to 
I bum off 3,500 more calories 
| than you take in. 

“The best way to do that is 
through some form of aerobic 
exercise. That is, not pushups 
or calesthenic8, but rather 
something that uses the whole 
body like swimming, cycling, 
jogging or walking. 


“From the practical stand¬ 
point, walking is good. It’s 
hard to find an excuse not to 
walk.” 

And it’s a highly effective 
way of working off pounds 
with or without dieting, Gwin¬ 
up said. 

He bases that statement on 
the results of a study conduct¬ 
ed recently at UC-Irvine. The 
study followed for a year the 
progress of about two dozen 
people in a daily walking pro¬ 
gram. 

At the outlet. Gwinup said, 
the participants ranged from 
“just slightly chunky to omi- 
god !-are-you-obese.” 

At the end, all had achieved 
dramatic and sustained 
weight loss without dieting. In 
fact, some participants found 
they were eating more than 
they had prior to embarking 
' on the exercise program and 
still losing weight. 

Their method? Walking 
briskly for one to three hours 
every day. 

That 'bums off 300 to 350 


calories per hour for an 
average-size person, Gwinup 
said, and 400 to 450 an hour 
for a person who is about 50 
pounds overweight. (The ex¬ 
tremely obese, he said, bum 
calories at about the same or 
a lesser rate than the 
average-size individual be¬ 


cause they cannot walk as 
rapidly.)* 

“As I said, there is no easy 
way to lose weight, ” Gwinup 
said. “You can’t jiggle it off, 
or wrap ft up in something 
and have it go away or take 
any miracle injections and 
watch it melt away.”

A few years ago Daniel Jen¬ 
kins, a British theologian, 
wrote a book on the condition 
of the church throughout the 
world in whicVi he said this: 
“The trivialization of preach¬ 
ing is one of Ihe chief sources 
of weakness in Ihe church." 

Has preaching, by and 
large, become a rather trivial 
enterprise in our time? Will 
anyone who knows today’s 
church, in its various commu¬ 
nions and denominations, 
suggest lhat Jenkins is far off 
the mark; despite much evi¬ 
dence to the contrary? Many 
of the clergy themselves are 
inclined to downgrade the ser¬ 
mon, looking upon it as some¬ 
thing that some of their more 


We’re needed,

old-fashioned people expect 
but which has become almost 
obsolescent. 

1 recently heard about a 
young minister who. told some 
of his parishioners that the 
minister who takes great 
pains with his sermons and 
writes them out in full is 
merely going on an ego-trip. 

In 1969 Dr. Robert B. 
McClure, the medical mis¬ 
sionary who at that time was 
Moderator of the United 
Church of Canada, said, “My 
personal opinidh is that we 
should scrap the sermon and 
have a round-table discus¬ 
sion." 

But a study of the history of 
the church shows that effec¬ 
tive preaching has always 
been a cause and a concom- 
mitant of renewal in the 
church. Perhaps it is not that 
preaching has become obso¬ 
lescent in oui time but much 
of the preaching that is being 
produced is ineffective. 

We who preach do have 
much to answer for. Often we 
fail to prepare ourselves ade¬ 
quately for our pulpit task. 
Often we are sinfully timid 
and hesitant in our preaching, 
making the gospel message 
sound almost unbearably dull 
and inconsequential. 

But you who sit in the pews 
have much to answer for, too. 
Many of you do like to be 
coddled a bit. You demand 
tranquilizer sermons. You 
don’t like it when the 
preacher disturbs your delica¬ 
te consciences or ruffles your 
tender feelings. You generally 


find dainty little sugar-cookie 
sermons much more palatable 
than the rough bread of the 
Gospel. And when you are 
given some of the rough 
bread either you complain 
that the preacher is not stick¬ 
ing to the simple Gospel or 
you react like the church-goer 
described by Bernard Shaw 
who “prefers a severe 
preacher because he thinks a 
few* home truths will do his 
neighbors no harm.” 

We preachers cannot by 
ourselves rehabilitate the ser¬ 
mon. We need the help of you 
who sit in the pews. Don’t so 
overload us with demands and 
expectations that we have very 
little time and energy for the 
disciplines that undergird ef¬ 
fective preaching. You won’t 
get adequate preaching in 
your church if your minister 
hasn't time for adequate pre¬ 
paration. 

Of course, you are right to 
expect some comfort and as¬ 
surance from your minister’* 
sermons but if that is all 
you expect you are contribut¬ 
ing to the trivialization of 
preaching. 

Some principles of our faith 
do not seem in accord with 
the fashionable ideas and 
ideals of the world. 

Sometimes your preacher 
may have to say things that 
offend your self-regarding 
sensitivities and .jostle your 
prejudices a little. Don’t criti¬ 
cize and condemn your 
preacher before you have 
honestly looked in the depths 
of your own heart. Remember 
the old saw. “Good listeners 
make for good preachers.”

Howard Biddulph, chairman 
of the provincial committee 
co-ordinating activities for 
Family Month, said local 
committees had been es¬ 
tablished to plan for the 
month and the number of mu¬ 
nicipalities involved was in¬ 
creasing daily. 

’’In organizing family- 
centred activities and pro¬ 
grams during May,’’ Bid¬ 
dulph said, “our purpose is 
not simply to underscore the 
importance of family rela¬ 
tionships. but to induce all so¬ 
cial gfroups to which family 
members belong to provide 
communication-building pro¬ 
grams and activities to help 
families.” 

Most of the lessons have to 
do with character-building 
traits, such as honesty, re¬ 
specting the rights of others, 
kindness and helping your 
neighbors, Mrs. Hendrix ex¬ 
plains. 

Not all family \nights are 
spent at home. In the sum¬ 
mer, they go out for a picnic 
supper, or on a trip. They 
visit shut-in elderly relatives. 


and the children pick flowers 
for them. 

Monday nights also are a 
time to help others, Hendrix 
says. One time the oity had 
put in trees in the neigh¬ 
borhood, and some kids 
knocked the small frees down. 

"We helped the tree* by 
putting in stakes and picking 
up the trash,” Amber said. 

“This is very important as 
we want our children to know 
they have a responsibility to 
maintaining their surround¬ 
ings, not just* their private 
home,” Hendrix says. 

He is the institute director 
for the Latter-day Saint* In¬ 
stitute of Religion on the 
campus at Ihe University of 
Southern California. 

Hendrix is not only the ad¬ 
ministrator, but teaches basic 
scripture, the old and new tes¬ 
taments and the Book of Mor¬ 
mon. 

He teaches about 20 
classes for both Latter-day 
Saints members and non¬ 
members. 

“Ihe things we do family 
night can be done just as \Vell 
by non-Mormons,” Hendrix 
says. 

“The family needs as much 
time and effort put into it as 
into any profession. 

“As a father. I have a re¬ 
spected image in the home, 
but I’d better work at it by 
making sure I know what 
my children are thinking, so 
there is nc lack of com¬ 
munication." 

He believes in a lot of talk 
at the dinner table. Some¬ 
times. the children don’t 
agree with him but he says he 
can’t force them to his think¬ 
ing. so they try to discuss the 
subject, 

Hendrix says that’if he sets 
a good example, then the chil¬ 
dren will follow' it. 

“It also is important that 
the father expresses his love 
and respect for his wife in* 
front of the children." 

He believes the family is in 
the process of disintegration, 
and that there are many rea¬ 
sons for it. 

Hendrix says couples think 
it’s essential to gain high ma¬ 
terial comfort and to acquire 
many possessions. 

“We think it is better to put 
that attention on our family 
structure than on material 
gain. The material things will 
come later, but the children 
won’t stay children long.” he 
»ays. 

Hendrix says a child’s 
biggest eomplaini tod^y is a 
feeling of neglect and alien¬ 
ation from his parents. 

“We’re simply not willing to 
let that happen." he says. 
“We think the family is the 
core of civilization."

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Father out on limb over tree house 


FLORENCE. Ala. (UPI) — 
Jamie Ray, 12, is the envy of 
every youngster in his neigh¬ 
borhood in this northwest Ala¬ 
bama city. 

He’s the proud but dis¬ 
traught owner of a tree house 
with a shingled roof, glass 
window's and a carpeted floor. 

Jamie’s anxiety stems from 
a ruling by the admittedly 
sympathetic Florence Build¬ 
ing Inspections Department. 
The department has decided 
the tree house is indeed a 
s true tire fit for human habita¬ 
tion. so it must meet city zon¬ 
ing ordinances. 

Measuring 8-by-l(Weet, the 
tree house is mounted in an 
oak in a shad^, quiet, residen¬ 
tial section. But it doesn't 
‘ stand at least 20 feet from a 
city street so it’s in violation 
of a zoning ordinance. 


‘Many things related to the 
use of property are often un¬ 
pleasant and this is one of 
them.” said Austeen Goode, 
the city’s building inspections 
director. “I say every child 
that wants a tree hoyse 
should have one. It’s part of 
growing up. 

“But my responsibility is 
enforcement,” Goode said. 

Jamie’s father, James, has 
invested $200 in building the 
tree house. All it lacks now' is 
a coat of paint and the out¬ 
come of an appeal to the 
Florence Board of Zoning Ad¬ 
justments. 

“When I told Jamie I might 
have to tear it down, he broke 
down and cried for two days.” 
Ray said. “He’s just living in 
it night and day and having a 


real ball. He can’t understand 
why he can't have a tree 
house when there are others 
in the neighborhood. 

‘‘Of course, mine’s the 
best.” saud Ray with a 
chuckle. 

Ray said since a regis¬ 
tered letter arrived March 22 
informing him the ti'ee house 
would have to come down 
within ID days, “police have 


been around several times j 
with a warrant.” 

Ray faces 10 days in jail | 
and a $100 fine if he refuses to 
rip Jamie’s tree house from j 
its perch. 

‘‘I don’t know what the 
neighbors think with a police 
car parked out front almost 
daily,” he said. “I’m always 
at work so they can’t serve 
the w'arrant.”

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Critics have their Beban Park day

NANAIMO — The city’s 
recreation commission Thurs¬ 
day finally got its answers on 
the controversial Beban Park 
recreation complex, and after 
a three-hour orderly debate 
pronounced itself happy with 
explanations by the regional 
board. 

Even Aid. Nelson Allen, 
who has been the chief public 
critic of cost overruns and al¬ 
leged personnel problems at 
the complex, said he was sa¬ 
tisfied with the answers to 20 
written questons submitted by 
the' commission. 

But he remained firm in his 
stand that there had been an 
attempted coverup of public 
information regarding the 
complex, and a deliberate 
“burying” of the problems 
until after the last civic elec¬ 
tion. 

HE SAID the fact that only 
now was the information on 
the complex forthcoming 
when it was first, requested 
Feb. 8, was proof there was a 


reluctance to provide that in¬ 
formation. 

And he said his statement 
about the issue being deli¬ 
berately buried had been 
backed up by a city alderman 
in open council. / 

At a recent council meeting 
Aid. Gertrude Hall, a regional 
board director, said Allen was 
correct in part because “they 
didn’t want it to become a 
political football.” 

BUT REGIONAL board 
chairman Paul &nith said he 
“emphatically denied” any 
kind of coverup, or any bury¬ 
ing of issues because of an 
election. 

The issue first surfaced in 
early February when recrea¬ 
tion commission Earl Stevens 
attempted to get information 
on the complex. 

Stevens said he was given 
some information but was de¬ 
nied access to other material. 
Allen said it was this which 
precipitated his coverup re¬ 
marks, along with a sequence 
of events which involved the 
commission formally request¬ 


ing answers to certain ques¬ 
tions and not getting them 
until Thursday’s meeting. 

QUESTIONED. BY Smith 
Thursday, Stevens admitted 
he sought the original infor¬ 
mation without the authority 
of the commission. 

But Allen said even as a 
private citizen, Stevens had a 
right to information that was 
in the public domain. 

Smith said as soon as the 
formal request came from the 
recreaton commission, it was 
dealt with properly. 

He said the board felt a 
meeting between the , two 
groups was the best way to 
resolve the issue and Allen 
was under a ‘misapprehen¬ 
sion’ is he considered this to 
be a coverup. 

ON THE CHARGE of deli¬ 
berately burying the issue, 
Allen said an “anonymous 
source” which he would not 
name told him the problems 
at the complex were being 
kept quiet until after the elec¬ 
tion. 


Said Smith: “I emphatically 
deny that anything' at anytijne 
was suppressed for political 
reasons.” 

Regional director Peter 
Ramsay of Lantzville said all 
board meetings, including 
committee meetings, are open 
to both the pres and the I nib- 
lie. 

“IT’S NOT OUR fault if no¬ 
body comes to those meetings 
to get the information. I can’t 
see how that’s a coverup,” he 
said. 

The actual questions asked 
by the commission covered 
planning, construction and fi¬ 
nancing of the complex, which 
ended up costing about double 
the original $3.5 million es¬ 
timates. 

Main points of contention 
were the arena ice plant, the 
decision to proceed with the 
second phase of the cdtnplex 
even though all the money 
was used up, on the first 
phase, additions and changes 
made during construction, 
and operating costs. 


IT WAS FOUND the 70-ton 
ice plant could not hold the 
ice and an extra compressor 
had to be added at a cost of 
$36,000. 

Architect Brian Hulme, re- 
presenting Carlberg and 
Partners who designed the 
complex, said equipment fail¬ 
ure and abnormally high tem¬ 
peratures caused by heat 
leakage from the adjoining 
pool caused the problem. 

And he said there was some 
confusion about whether the 
ice plant should hold ice all 
through the year. 

BUT ALD. RAY Brookbank, 
who was chairman of .die 
board’s building committee at 
that time, said it was never 
envisaged that the arena 
should bold ice all year. 

And in answer to a ques¬ 
tion, Brookbank said there 
were never cutbacks in the 
ice' plant capacity and that it 
was always supposed to be a 
70-ton plant. 

On the issue of the overrun 


cm phase one (pool and arena) 
Allen asked how could the 
board go out and build the 
next stage when it was appa- / 
rent there was no money 
left? 

REGIONAL ADMINISTRA¬ 
TOR Wally Blot said after 
winter works program money 
and grants from the provin¬ 
cial recreation fund had been 
deducted, it was decided they 
were able to proceed with the 
project 

However, only $800,000 of 
the expected $1.3 million 
winter works money was re¬ 
ceived. i 

Smith said there was no j 
guarantee on the works j 
money because of the posibil- ; 
ity of projects not being com¬ 
pleted. 

FIGURES SHOW that more 
than $200,000 in changes and 
additions were made during 
construction, but Hulme said 
this was only about two per 
cent of the total cost and. was 
“extremely low.” 


He said it was not unusual 
for projects of this kind to go 
as high as five per cent. 

“•This indicates a well-run 
job and we are proud of it. It 
is one of the best facilities of 
its kind in B.C. and we are 
disappointed to have received 
so much publicity," he said. 

ON THE OPERATING 

costs, which jumped from an. 
estimated $497,000 in 1973 to 
$1.5 million last year, Smith 
said the recently-announced 
lifting of the assessment 
freeze will greatly affect the 
complex.

Bloodiest day 
for Pakistan 


ISLAMABAD (AP) — As 
many as 34 persons were re¬ 
ported killed Friday in the 
bloodiest day in six weeks of 
political violence in Pakistan.

Normally, TU-93s remain 
from 150 to about 200 miles off 
the y.S. coastline when they 
fly between the Soviet Union 
and Cuba. 

The U.S. Air Force sent two 
FA Phantom jet fighter 
planes from Seymour Johnson 
air force base, North Caro¬ 
lina, but there w-as no contact. 

The incident occurred over 
international waters April 14, 
after the U.S. Coast Guard 
seized Soviet ships inside the 
U.S. 200-mile fishing limit. 


Hydro to defoliate with ‘bad news’ chemical

A toxic herbicide used by 
the U.S. to defoliate parts of 
Vietnam will be used by B.C. 
Hydro this summer along 
power lines and rights of way 
on Vancouver Island and the 
B.C. mainland. 

The herbicide. 2,4,5-T, has 
been closely watched by U.S. 
regulatory agencies since the 
summer of 1969, when South 
Vietnamese newspapers re¬ 
posed wan increased occur*- 
renc£*# birth defects in that 
country associated with U.S. 
Air Force use of a compound 


cf 2.4,5-T and 2.4-D, a related 
chemical. 

Hydro spokesman David 
Robertson said Friday in an 
interview that the herbicides 
2,4.5-T and 2,4-D will be 
sprayed along railroad tracks, 
gas pipelines and power lines. 

Herbicides to be used by 
Hydro this summer are the 
following: 

• 2,4,5-T. 

• 2.4-D. 

• A combination of 2,4,5-T 
and 2.4-D. 

• Tordon-22K (trade 
name, Picloram. Can be toxic 
in high dosages to humans 


and wildlife, but when used as 
directed has a'lowtoxidity). 

• Tordon-101 (combination 
of Picloram and 2,4-DL 

• Tordon-155 (combination 
of Picloram and 2,4.5-T). 

The combined use of 2,4,5-T 
and 2,4-D will be used by 
Hydro sprayers on tree 
stumps. Robertson said. 

The same conu>ound was 
dyed orange w hen used by the 
U.S. in Vietnam, hence its 
common name “Agent 
Orange.” 

2,’4,5-T is now prohibited in 
the U.S. on crops, intended for 
human consumption, in recre¬ 
ation areas, ponds, streams. 


lakes or for use - around the 
home. 

2,4-D is being evaluated in 
the tJ.S. as part of a routine 
federal pesticide registration 
program to determine if it 
has a relationship to birth de¬ 
fects or cancer. It is not con¬ 
sidered as toxic as 2.4,5-T, 
since as far as scientists 
know, it is unable to produce 
similar dioxins, a class of 
contaminants. 

Specific locations and 
spraying times would be an¬ 
nounced later, Robertson 
said, adding that B.C. Hydro 
would apply to an inter-minis¬ 
terial pesticide committee, es¬ 


tablished under the Pharmacy 
Act. before spraying. (On the 
committee are the pesticide 
control branch director and 
representatives of the minis¬ 
tries of agriculture, health, 
environment, recreation and 
conservation, the B.C. Forest 
Service and the federal envi¬ 
ronmental protection service.) 

2,4,5-T can be used with 
caution in certain U.S. forest 
areas, grazing lands and 
rights of w’ay. Recommended 
usage does not exceed once a 
year at any one site. 

(But in May, 1976, a federal 
judge in Oregon prohibited 
the U.S. forest service from 


spraying 2,4,5-T in a national 
park in that state.) 

A toxic class of chemicals 
called dioxins are normally 
produced in the manufacture 
of 2,4,5-T. One of the dioxins, 
TCDD, has been reported to 
cause cancer and birth de¬ 
fects, a spokesman at the 
U.S. environmental protection 
agency in Seattle said Friday. 
TCDD is the most dangerous 
of all the dioxins produced in 
the manufacture of 2,4,5-T. 
he said. 

TCDD is causing concern in 
the *U.S., and was reported in 
February to have been found 
in mother’s milk in Oregon. 


The initials TCDD stand for 
2,3,7,8- tetrachlorodibenzo-p- 
dioxin. It is a “persistent” 
chemical, and doesn’t break 
down easily into the environ¬ 
ment, which is a problem 
with many of the man-made 
chemicals. 

Continued use of 2,4,5-T on 
grazing lands may be in ques¬ 
tion because of beef fat and 
liver samples which show 
high levels of TCDD, known 
by scientists as a “bad news” 
chemical.

But Marx’s physician. Dr. 
Morley Kert, said that Miss 
Fleming was effective in get¬ 
ting the 86-year-old comedian 
to eat, dress and exercise 
when others had failed. 
Marx’s brother, Zeppo, one of 
those considered as tempo¬ 
rary co-ooriservator, also said 
he felt Groucho loved Miss 
Fleming. 

Perrin was asked after the 
hearing w'hat Miss Fleming’s 
status would be. He said, 
“She’ll be permitted to visit 
Groucho as a friend. TTie only 
question is possible stress. It’s 
the same with anyone who 
wants to visit him. As long as 
he can handle it ” 

Outside the courthouse. Per¬ 
rin kissed Mrs. Arthur Marx 
and shook hands with her hus¬ 
band. saying, “Don’t worry 
about a thing . . . just as long 
as the old man is okay.” . 

Perrin, wbo would not re¬ 
veal his age, said he knew’ 
and- worked with the' Marx 
brothers for 46 years. 

“He gave me my first pro¬ 
fessional job as a writer.” 

He said he brought the 
Mane brothers w’est in 1931 to 
make their first Hollywood 
movie, Monkey Business 

Miss Fleming did not com¬ 
ment after the decision. 

A hearing was set for May 
13 on petitions by Arthur 
Marx and by Miss Fleming to 
become permftnent conserva¬ 
tors. Rafeedie ruled that Miss 
Fleming’s authorization as co- 
conservator of Marx’s person 
and million dollar estate was 


susjiended pending outcome of 
the litigation. 

The Bank of America is 
temporary co-conservator of 
the aging and ailing comedi¬ 
an’s estate and Rafeedie in¬ 
structed Perrin to confer with 
bank officials about pertinent 
matters. 

Rafeedie said that Perrin 
would have full authority over 
the person of Groucho Marx 
and should do for him the 
things that Marx may be un¬ 
able to do for himself. 

Perrin was authorized to 
hire and fire household help 
but the judge cautioned him 
that it would be well to main¬ 
tain the status quo. 

Miss Fleming’s job as busi¬ 
ness manager was not men¬ 
tioned by the court. She has 
been Marx’s companion for 
the past seven years and was 
appointed temporary conser¬

take the stress of working in a 
remote area where dental 
prevention is all but unknown 
and. every case is an emer¬ 
gency, the dentist could leave 
without taking a financial 
beating, and the college would 
ensure that the area always 
had a dentist. 

IF NO permanent dentist 
could be found, dentists from 
urban areas would be sent up, 
assistants and all, on a rota¬ 
tion basis. 

As it happened, that has not 
been necessary in Masset to 
the chagrin of many urban 
dentists who were looking for¬ 
ward to a few weeks in the 
Charlottes. 

Larry Stinson is one person 
who loves the north and the 
Charlottes, and he doesn’t 
sound as though he intends to 
move away for some time. 

He and his wile, who serves 
as his receptionist and dental 
assistant as well, "like the 
people, like the quiet, like the 
isolation.” 

“The people are homey, 
rough, and dirty, sometimes. 
There is no social pressure to 
be anything other than what 
you want to be,” Stinson said 
in an interview Thursday. 


BUT THE pressure of going 
to a district where there has 
been no dentist, or a heavily 
overworked one, for many 
years, is intense. There are 
now four dentists on the 
Queen Charlottes (including 
Orr, who works part-time) 
and “we could all work 24 
hours a day, seven days a 
week, if we wanted to.” 

The ke> to getting the situa¬ 
tion under control in the 
Queen Charlottes, as every¬ 
where else, is good dental hy¬ 
giene, which is wherfc Stin¬ 
son’s prevention program 
comes in. 

Aided by a 510,000 local in¬ 
itiatives grant, two workers 
are going out into the commu¬ 
nity’s schools and homes. 
Cindy Bennett and Tanis 
Woode are starting a six- 
month ‘ mouth bug disorgan¬ 
izing campaign,” which Stin¬ 
son hopes will lead to health¬

At Malaspina

Some of his patients carry 
toothbrushes around with 
them all day. 

In their homes, the tooth¬ 
brushes sit in the middle of 
"the dinner table, and when 
the meal is over, the whole 
family enjoys a few minutes 
of cleaning their teeth. 

His motto is “Let’s take 
tooth brushing out of the 
bathroom and into the 
streets.” 

Dr. I.arry Stinson’s unortho¬ 
dox approach to dental health 
appears to be working in the 
area where he practises. Mas- 
set in the Queen Charlotte Is¬ 
lands. 

That community made den¬ 
tal history of a sort in 1974 
when the Queen Charlottes’ 
only dentist at the time. Dr. 
Robert Orr, became so 
enraged at the dental profes¬ 
sion and the very low level of 
pifblic awareness about dental 
health, that he walked into a 
Masset store and overturned 
the shop’s candy shelves. He 
was later fined $12 for the in¬ 
cident, which focused national 
attention on the problem of 
dental health in remote areas. 


THE PROBLEM is simply 
that most dental school gradu¬ 
ates prefer to work in or near 
major centres. 

Dr. Michael Cripton, of 
Moncton, N.B., in Victoria 
Thursday to address the Ca¬ 
nadian Dental Association, of 
which t he is president, said 
that the 490 dentists graduat¬ 
ed from dental schools in Can¬ 
ada every year are enough to 
service the demand, but the 
key to good dental health for 
the whole country is to have 
dentists evenly distributed. 

The costs of setting up a 
new dental practice is an im¬ 
portant reason for remote re¬ 
gions losing out, Dr. Bob 
flicks, past president of the 
B.C College of Dental Sur¬ 
geons, said. 

Setting up a new, three- 
chair office today can cost 
$80,000. For a dentist to jus¬ 
tify that investment in a re¬ 
mote community he must 
plan to stay for a while, and 
few are willing to do that. 

The answer in Masset was 
for the college to provide the 
expensive equipment, so that 
dentists could go there with¬ 
out making a large invest- 
mnt. If a dentist could not 


bugs will form into groups 
and produce all sorts of awful 
products (acids, exotoxins, 
endotoxins, and enzymes > 
that will destroy your 
mouth.” 


Through the L.I.P program, 
Masset residents will learn to 
carry a toothbrush around 
with them all the time, and to 
use the dry brush (“toothpaste 
tastes good, contains 
fluoride and a mild abrasive, 
but it will not clean your 
teeth”) whenever they can. 


Stinson’s advice is to brush 
when driving, walking, doing 
homework, taking a shower, 
watching a movie, or waiting 
at the check-out stand in the 
grocery store. 


The people are doing it. he 
says. "The program is going 
great. People are brushing 
their teeth, taking their tooth¬ 
brushes with them.” 


He is not worried that they 
will put him out of work. 
“There will always be the odd 
cavity, the odd unexplained 
abcess, and people should 
always come in every six 
months for a good cleaning 
and polishing.”

TOMMY DAUGLAS, New 

Democaratic MP for the cur¬ 
rent riding of Nanaimo-Co- 
wichan-The Islands, gave a 
moving speech on the devas¬ 
tating effects of the unem¬ 
ployment he has seen during 
the Depression and the effects 
of the present high unemploy¬ 
ment in Canada.

DOUGLAS STATED lit was 
pointless to deplore the high 
rate of unemployment without 
offering solutions. He outlined 
how unemployment could be 
beaten by, first of all, the re¬ 
distribution of incomes — gov¬ 
ernment should give tax 
concessions to the poor, not 
the rich, secondly, federal 
control of capital allocation so 
that profits were used to 
create jobs in Canada rather 
than to enrich investors over¬ 
seas, and thirdly, a program 
to provide full employment 


through socially useful works 
programs across Canada. 

The meeting also dealt with 
proposed resolutions for the 
federal convention. In the 
NDP, party policy originates 
at the riding level and is ap¬ 
proved by representatives of 
the membership at conven¬ 
tions. 

ONE RESOLUTION passed 
calls for a dramatic change in 
emphasis in party energy pol¬ 
icy. 

The NDP has always stood 
for more public control of oil 
and other energy corpora¬ 
tions, for more carefully 
planned development of en¬ 
ergy resources, and for more 
careful control of energy ex¬ 
ports. 

This resolution calls for an 
added emphasis on energy 
conservation, the development 
of renewable energy sources, 
the ending of nuclear develop¬ 
ment and implementation of 
economic policies which will 
encourage utilization rather 
than waste of both human and 
natural resources. 

A SECOND resolution was 
passed calling for the NDP to 
work for a better under¬ 
standing of the needs of Que¬ 
bec for autonomy within Con¬ 
federation, for the encourage¬ 
ment of both English-and- 
French-Canadian culture, and 
for greater recognition of the 
rights of the people of Que¬ 
bec. 

Both resolutions will be con¬ 
sidered at the NDP conven¬ 
tion, June 30 to July 3 in Win¬ 
nipeg.

NANAIMO — The city’s 
recreation commission Thurs¬ 
day finally got its answers on 
the controversial Beban Park 
recreation complex, and after 
a three-hour orderly debate 
pronounced itself happy with 
explanations by the regional 
board. 

Even Aid. Nelson Allen, 
who has been the chief public 
critic of cost overruns and al¬ 
leged personnel problems at 
the complex, said he was sa¬ 
tisfied with the answers to 20 
written questons submitted by 
the commission. 

But he remained firm in his 
stand that there had been an 
attempted coverup of public 
information regarding the 
complex, and a deliberate 
“burying” 6f the problems 
until after the last civic elec¬ 
tion. 

HE SAID the fact that only 
now was the information on 
the complex forthcoming 
when it was first requested 
Feb. 8. was proof there was a 
reluctance to provide that in- 
tormation. 


And he said his statement 
about the issue being deli¬ 
berately buried had been 
backed up by a city alderman 
in open council. 

At a recent council meeting 
Aid. Gertrude Hall, a regional 
board director, said Allen was 
correct in part because "they 
didn’t want it to become a 
political football.” 

BUT REGIONAL board 
chairman Paul Smith said he 
"emphatically denied” any 
kind of coverup, or any bury¬ 
ing of issues because of an 
election. 

The issue first surfaced in 
early February when recrea¬ 
tion commission Earl Stevens 
attempted to get information 
on the complex. 

Stevens said he was given 
some information but was de¬ 
nied access to other material. 
Allen said it was this which 
precipitated his coverup re¬ 
marks, along with a sequence 
of events which involved the 
commission formally request¬ 
ing answers to certain ques¬ 
tions and not getting them 
until Thursday’s meeting. 

QUESTIONED BY Smith 


Thursday, Stevens admitted 
he sought the original infor¬ 
mation without the authority 
of the commission. 

But Allen said even as a 
private citizen, Stevens had a 
right to information that was 
in the public domain. 

Smith said as soon as the 
formal request came from the 
recreaton commission, it was 
dealt with properly. 

He said the board felt a 
meeting between the two 
groups was the best way to 
resolve the issue and Allen 
was under a ‘misapprehen¬ 
sion’ is he considered this to 
be a coverup. 

ON THE CHARGE of deli¬ 
berately burying the issue, 
Allen said an “anonymous 
source” wliich he wouid not 
name told him the problems 
at the complex were being 
kept quiet until after the elec¬ 
tion. 

Said Smith: “I emphatically 
deny that anything at anytime 
was suppressed for political 
reasons.” 

Regional director Peter 
Ramsay of Lantzville said all 
board meetings, including 


committee meetings, are open 
to both the pres and the pub¬ 
lic. 

“IT’S NOT OUR fault if no¬ 
body comes to those meetings 
to get the information. I can’t 
see how that’s a coverup,” he 
said. 

The actual questions asked 
by the commission covered 
plaining, construction and fi¬ 
nancing of the complex, which 
ended up costing about double 
the original $3.5 million es¬ 
timates. 

Main points of contention 
were the arena ice plant, the 
decision to proceed with the 
second phase of the complex 
even though all the money 
was used up on the first 
phase, additions and changes 
made during construction, 
and operating costs. 

IT WAS FOUND the 70-ton 
ice plant could not hold the 
ice and an extra compressor 
had to be added at a cost of 
$36,000. 

Architect Brian Hulme. re- 
p r e. s e n t i n g Carlberg and 
Partners w1k> designed the 
complex, said equipment fail¬ 
ure and abnormally high tem¬ 


peratures caused ^by heat 
leakage from the adjoining 
pool caused the problem. 

And he said there was some 
confusion about whether the 
ice plant should hold ice all 
through the year. 

BUT ALD. RAY Brookbank, 
who was chairman of the 
board’s building committee at 
that time, said it was nevef* 
envisaged that the arena 
should hold ice all year. 

And in answer to a ques¬ 
tion, Brookbank said there 
w-ere never cutbacks in the 
ice plant capacity and that it 
was always supposed to be a 
70-ton plant. 

On the issue of the overrun 
on phase one (pool and arena) 
Allen asked how could the 
board go out and build the 
next stage when it was appa¬ 
rent there was no money 
left? 

REGIONAL ADMINISTRA¬ 
TOR Wally Blot said after 
winter wofks program money 
and grants from the provin¬ 
cial recreation fund had been 
deducted, it was decided they 
were able to proceed with the 
project.

School rate plummets 9 mills 



Victoria’s school tax rate will drop by a whopping 
nine mills, Greater Victoria school bo^rd chairman 
Susan Brice announced Thursday. 

The school boat'd met Thursday to- discuss its 
1977 mill rate, and pegged it at 43.7 mills, compared 
with 52.7 mills last year. 


The levy will raise an es¬ 
timated 341.8 million to fi¬ 
nance the school district’s 
program this year. 

The main factors contribut¬ 
ing to the lower rate were a 
33.1 million surplus left over 
from 1976, an increase in the 
value of a mill and a well- 
honed budget, Mrs. Brice 
said. 

To give the true picture to 
the taxpayer , the surplus 
should be discounted, she 
said. 

With a mill rising about 
3570,000 this year (compared 
with 3550,000 last year) the 
surplus accounts for about 5.5 
mills of the decrease, and 
without it, the district mill 


rate would have been about 49 
mills, slightly higher than the 
provincial average of 47.5 
mills.

Lowther denied in court 
that he was the killer but ad¬ 
mitted he had disposed of the 
body after finding it in their 
bedroom. 

Before sentence was 
passed, Lowther repeated a 
statement made while he was 
testifying during the trial, 
that he did not kill his wife 
•v’d that the real killer was 
■still free.

Levesque: 
Ontario 
needs us 
for market 


QUEBEC (CP) Premier 
Rene Levesque warned on 
Friday that Ontario was 
bound to lose vital markets 
for its manufactured products 
if it refused an economic as¬ 
sociation with an independent 
Quebec. 

Speaking in the national as¬ 
sembly, Levesque said there 
were several strategic areas 
of manufacturing in Ontario 
which depended on Quebec 
markets for 35 to 40 per cent 
of their sales. 

The premier said there w'as 
no question of "sentiment" in 
the relationship between an 
independent Quebec and the 
rest of Canada, but erf mutual 
advantage. 

On that score, "the bargain¬ 
ing power ... of Quebec has 
never been placed in doubt.” 

Premier William Davis of 
Ontario said Thursday that 
Quebec would be foolhardy to 
believe it could arrange an 
economic association with the 
rest of Canada if it decided to 
separate. 

Liberal Leader . Gerard 
Levesque asked the premier 
Friday whether he was aware 
that Quebec accounts for only 
11 per cent of shipments from 
Ontario. 

The premier said he was 
not aw'are of that global fig¬ 
ure, but Quebec sales were 
much more important in cer¬ 
tain key areas of Ontario’s 
economy.

Bear aircraft flew below the 
radar to reach four U.S. Navy 
ships, including the aircrait 
carrier Saratoga, conducting 
training between 60 and 75 
miles from the coast. 

Normally, TU-95s remain 
from 150 to about 200 miles off 
the U.S. coastline when they 
fly between the Soviet Union 
and Cuba. 

The U.S. Air Force sent two 
F-4 Phantom jet fighter 
planes from Seymour Johnson 
air force base, North Caro¬ 
lina, but there was no contact. 

The incident occurred over 
international waters April 14, 
after the U.S. Coast Guard 
seized Soviet ships inside the 
U.S. 200-mile fishing limit. 


Hydro to defoliate yith "bad news’ chemical

A toxic herbicide used by 
the U.S. to defoliate parts of 
Vietnam will be used by B.C. 
Hydro this summer^ along 
power lines and rights of way 
on Vancouver Island and the 
B.C. mainland. 

The herbicide. 2.4,5-T, has 
been closely watched by U.S. 
regulatory agencies since the 
summer of 1969. when South 
Vietnamese newspapers re¬ 
ported an increased occur¬ 
rence of birth defects in that 
country associated with U.S. 
Air Force use of a compound 


of 2.4,5-T and 2,4-D. a related 
chemical. 

Hydro spokesman David 
Robertson said Friday in an 
interview that the herbicides 
2,4,5-T and 2,4-D will be 
sprayed along railroad tracks, 
gas pipelines and power lines. 

Herbicides to be used by 
Hydro this summer are the 
following: 

• 2.4,5-T. 

• 2,4-D. 

• A combination of 2.4,5-T 
and 2,4-D. 

• Tordon-22K (trade 
name, Picloram. Can be toxic 
in high dosages to humans 


and wildlife, but when used as 
directed has a low toxidityi. 

• Tordon-101 t combination 
of Picloram and 2,4-Dk 

• Tordon-155 (combination 
of Picloram and 2,4,5-T>. 

The combined use of 2,4,5-T 
and 2,4-D will be used by 
Hydro sprayers on tree 
stumps, Robertson said. 

The same compound was 
dyed orange when used by the 
U.S. in Vietnam, hence its 
common name "Agent 
Orange." 

2,4,5-T is now prohibited in 
the U.S. on orops intended for < 
human consumption, in recre¬ 
ation areas, ponds, streams. 


lakes or for use around. the 
home. 

2,4-D is being evaluated in 
the U.S. as part of a routine 
federal pesticide registration 
program to determine if it 
has a relationship to birth de¬ 
fects or cancer. It is not con¬ 
sidered as toxic as 2,4.5-T, 
since as far as scientists 
krtow, it is unable to produce 
similar dioxins, a class of 
contaminants. 

Specific locations and 
spraying times would be an¬ 
nounced later. Robertson 
said, adding that B.C. Hydro 
would apply to an inter-minis¬ 
terial pesticide committee, es¬ 


tablished under the Pharmacy 
Act, before spraying. (On the 
committee are the pesticide 
control branch director and 
representatives of the minis¬ 
tries of agriculture, health, 
environment, recreation and 
conservation, the B.C. Forest 
Service and the federal envi¬ 
ronmental protection service.) 

2.4,5-T can be used with 
caution in certain U.S. forest 
areas, grazing lands and 
rights of way. Recom51 ended 
usage does not exceed once a 
year at any one site. 

(But in May, 1976, a federal 
judge in Oregon prohibited 
1 he U.S. forest service from 


spraying 2,4,5-T in a national 
park in that state.) 

A toxic class of chemicals 
called dioxins are normally 
produced in the manufacture 
of 2,4,5-T. ©ne of the dioxins, 
TCDD, has been reported to 
cause cancer and birth de¬ 
fects, a spokesman at the 
U.S. environmental protection 
agency in Seattle said Friday. 
TCDD is the most dangerous 
of all the dioxins produced in 
the manufacture of 2,4,5-T. 
He said. , 

TCDD is causing concern in 
the U.S., and was reported in 
February to have been found 
in mother’s milk in Oregon. 


The initials TCDD stand 
for 2,3,7,8- tetrachlorodibenzo- 
dioxin. It is a "persistent" 
chemical, and doesn’t break 
down easily into the environ¬ 
ment, wrhich is a problem 
with many of the man-made 
chemicals. 

Continual use of 2,4,5-T on 
grazing lands may be in ques¬ 
tion because of beef fat and 
liver samples which show 
high levels of TCDD, known 
by scientists as a "bad news" 
chemical.

Attempt* to save South 
Park school from the 
wrecker’s hammer received 
support Friday from Victoria 
Aid. Murray Glazier. 

Glazier, chairman of city 
council’s finance committee, 
agreed with the Greater Vic¬ 
toria school district, which 
has urged the provincial rec¬ 
reation and conservation 
ministry to finance the resto¬ 
ration erf the old school build¬ 
ing. 

But Glazier went one step 
further. He said the dty 
should consider cancelling an 
anticipated $400,000 addition 
to James Bay community 
school on Oswego, and instead 
use the money to upgrade 
South Park school. 

He said the old school on 
Douglas, opposite Beacon Hill 
Park, was “a magnificent 
building” that might be lost 
because of lack of funds. 

City council recently ap¬ 
proved an 8,000-square-toot 
addition to James Bay com¬ 
munity school, but Glazier 
said council should consider 
cancellation of that project. 

He said studies had shown 
enrolment in that area was 
declining. On the other hand, 
If South Parte school could be 
restored, it would render a 
total of 32,000 square feet of 
usable space. 

The James Bay Community 
Association, he said, could use 
much of that space. 

Restoration of South Park 
school is estimated at be¬ 
tween $400,000 and $861,000.

As the time for final ap¬ 
proval of municipal budgets 
drawls near each year, a com¬ 
mittee of representatives of 
the four core municipalities 
sits down to consider requests 
for grants from a variety of 
charities. 

Many seemingly worthy 
causes on the list considered 
this year have been rejected, 
mostly, according to Oak Bay 
representative Aid. Shirley 
Dowell, because they failed to 


supply comprehensive finan¬ 
cial statements to the com¬ 
mittee. 

Those grants which were 
recommended to the councils 
of Victoria, Oak Bay, Saanich 
and Esquimau would be 
shared on the basis of 40.85, 
10.57, 39.28 and 9.3 per cent 
respectively. 

Twenty-five groups which 
sought a total of $239,223 in 
cash grants from the four mu¬ 
nicipalities ware refused. Two 
others rejected w'ere told to 


apply directly to the munici¬ 
palities. 

Six other groups which 
sought cash grants totalling 
$141,912 will actually receive 
$71,444 providing the four 
councils ratify the commit¬ 
tee’s recommendations, which 
is largely a formality. 

The committee ruled it 
could provide only a seven 
per cent increase over what 
was awarded the groups last 
year.

It noted the need tor park¬ 
ing was growing at ID to 12 
spaces a year and asked 
suggestions on how and if this 
need should be met. 

If the draft, by municipal 
engineer and planner Geoff 
White, is approved, respon¬ 
dents would be asked whether 
they would like more small 
stores or the same number of 
stores, and whether offices 
should be removed irom the 
street level. 

As to architecture, the ques¬ 


tionnaire offers the choice of 
a mock Tudor or other uni¬ 
form style, and whether rede¬ 
velopment should be one or 
two storeys. 

On parking, the options are 
to let things remain as they 
are, change time limits, or 
provide more spaces either at 
the cost of the company rede¬ 
veloping a property or to be 
paid for by the municipality. 

White said Friday the ques¬ 
tionnaire was designed to 
assist council in reaching a 
policy on requirements that 
would hare to be met by de¬ 
velopers in the village. 

He said it did not foreshad¬ 
ow a plan for intensive rede¬ 
velopment of the village, al¬ 
though several proposals to 
rebuild parts of it have been 
made to council. 

White said there were no 
plans to enlarge the village. A 
proposal a few years ago 
w’ould have converted a lane 
north of Oak Bay Avenue into 
a new street, with rows of 
shops both sides.

Earlier this year, ABC-TV 
began a weekly adventure 
series based on Nancy Drew 
and the Hardv Bovs 

“I think so far they’re doing 
a very good Job,” Mrs. Adams 
said of the televised versions 
“We’ve had some very high 
ratings, and opposite us is 
Disney and ‘80 Minutes’.” 

Later in the year, Grosset & 
Dunlap, publisher of the syn¬ 
dicate’s books, plans to in¬ 
troduce an entirely new Nancy 
Drew picture-book series for 5- 
to-7-year-olds. 

And still the demand has not 
been squeezed dry. Nancy 
Drew and the Hardy Boys “ac¬ 
tivity books” for children 7 to 


11 are in the works, too Grosset 
& Dunlap reports. 

Mrs. Adams has never known 
anything but instant success. 
She apprenticed in the writing 
of children’s books under her 
father for a year after she 
graduated from Wellesley Col¬ 
lege in Massachusetts in 1914. 
When her father died in 1930, 
she and a sister, Edna Square, 
inherited his syndicate. The 
sister dropped out before long. 

“The first thing I wrote was 
a Bobbsey Twins book,” she 
recalled. “My father started 
the Bobbsey Twins in 1904.” 

From the Bobbsey Twins, she 
found herself drawn to another 
of her father’s creations — the 
series where she has made her 
biggest mark — the “Nancy 
Drew Mystery Stories.” In all, 
she has written 54 Nancy Drew 
books under the pen name 
Carolyn Keene, including 
rewrites of the first three Drew 
books by her father. 

Nancy Drew and the Hardy 
Boys are the top of the 
Stratemeyer Syndicate’s line 
today, with seven million Drew 
books sold every year and near¬ 
ly seven million Hardys. * 
Basically the syndicate has 
always done formula writing. 
A detailed outline of a book is 
drawn up by a member and 
passed around to the other 
members for suggested im¬ 
provements before the book is 
written. Mrs. Adams does both 
the outlines and then the actual 
writing of her books, but the 
writing of many of the other 
books - what the syndicate 
calls “filling in” of the outlines 
— is farmed out to freelance 
writers who work fora flat fee. 
The syndicate collects the 
royalties 

We do the complete plot, 
characters, episodes, chapter- 


Her ideas for stories are 
based largely on personal ex¬ 
perience, she explained, obser¬ 
ving: “I ve travelled practical¬ 
ly around the world and done a 
lot of research in this country 
and abroad.” 

A trip to Peru, for example, 
resulted m the Nancy Drew 
book The Clue in the Crossword 
Cipher, which Mrs. Adams 
calls her favorite. Pausing 
briefly and then smiling slowly. 
Mrs. Adams went on: 

“I’m amused because so 
many people ask me if Nancy 
'was the first woman’s libber 
If so. I was unaware of it ” 

(Her own view of the 
woman’s liberation 
movement: “I approve of it up 
io a point, but I think they go 
too far.”) 

No, if Nancy Drew is pat¬ 
terned after anyone, Mrs 
Adams said, It is “myself 
probably ” 

“She follows the Wellesley 
notto,” the author explained 
“It’s in Latin, but in English it 
means, ‘Not to me ministered 
unto, but to minister.’ And this 
I’ve tried to do all my life, and 
this Nancy Drew does. She’s 
always helping people without 
expecting any reward.”

John-Boy Jumps the Fence

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - 
John-Boy has jumped the fence 
for greener pastures, leaving 
the Walton family bereft of in 
telloctual stimulation. He 
won’t be back next season 

But Richard Thomas depar 
lure is not the end of the pop¬ 
ular CBS-TV show, "The 
Waltons,” according to Earl 
Hamner, who originated and 
produces the series. 

He says. “The story is large¬ 
ly autobiographical My familv 
didn’t fail to exist when I left 
home for the army. And the 
Waltons will carry on without 
John-Boy.” 

Thomas, who starred for five 
year* a* the eldest son of a 
poverty-ridden depression 
Virginia family, has opted to 
move on to theatrical and mo¬ 
tion picture projects. 

Inasmuch as most of the 
episodes featured Thomas as 
John-Boy. the family will have 
to product other protagonists 
from its ranks during the com¬ 
ing season. 

Last year the series survived 
tho loss of Ellen Corbv 
(Grandma), who suffered a 
stroke and was written out of 
the show 


‘ It s not easy for any series 
to lose two of its stars,” said 
Hamner. But the Waltons art 
like any real family — they 
carry on. 

“Wo don t know if Ellen will 
be back this year. She’s still 
having some speech problems 
But Ellen's tough and deter¬ 
mined and 1 feel she has the 
will power to overcome that 
and rejoin us. 

John-Boy will he kept alive 
through telephone calls, letters 
and news report*. Hopefully 
there will be occasional ap¬ 
pearances for special shows 
too 

The departure of John-Boy 
leaves a hole in the show, the 
point of view of the scholarly, 
inquiring personality. But it is 
the family unit that draws 
viewers to the show, not any 
single member.” 

Hamner, an almost courtly 
Virginian, is quietly impres¬ 
sive. He is a dignified man of 53 
with a full head of hair and 
dark rimmed spectacles. Ha 
speaks with a peculiarly dis¬ 
tinctive backwoods Virginian 
accent 

Because the series is based 
on bis own lamily, he is more 
closely attached to the »how 


than most producers to their 
series. 

“We could never replace any 
of the characters by 
recasting, he said EaclTone 
has made such a strong im¬ 
pression that viewers wouldn't 
stand for it. 

“Anyhow, it wouldn't be fair 
to what Richard and Ellen con¬ 
tributed to the show. Richard 
provided ideas for scripts and 
improved scenes on the set. 
Even the youngest girl. Kami 
Cotier (Elizabeth), made im¬ 
portant contributions. 

“OOrs has always been a 
group effort. We have listened 
to all the actors and incor¬ 
porated their ideas, if they 
were good, into the show. 
v "The final show of this 
season, the last ono for 
Richard, was very emotional. 
On the last day of shooting 
there were tears in the eyes of 
the cast and crew. We had a 
party in Richard's honor. U 
was all very touching.” 

Hamner and co-producer Lee 
Rich have left the door open for 
Thomas Scripts are being 
developed that include visits to 
Walton Mountain by John-Boy 
in the event actor Thomas cas 
find the time to do them 

"John Bov will always be 


part of the Waltons. Hamner 
said. "He's reached an age 
when he should be going out 
into the world We closed out 
this season with John-Boy sell¬ 
ing his first novel and moving 
to New York 

"Although we II miss John- 
Boy s point of view, we ll be 
telling fully developed stories 
about each of the other 
characters in the seasons 
ahead And 1 expect there will 
bt more emphasis on the 
parents solving family 
problems. 

“In the coming year we ll bt 
dealing with the Waltons m 
1939 and 1940, beginning with 
September 19, 1939, when 
England announces it is at war 
with Germany — which 
prompts Ben to try to enlist. 

‘ So ths Waltons, like the rest 
of America did, will bo leaving 
ths Depression behind. Tho 
Depression was our villian for 
ths past five years In ths years 
ahead World War II will bt ths 
villain.” 

Hamner doesn't anticipate a 
drop is the ratings will accom¬ 
pany John-Boys departure. 
Last season the stories were 
spread among other cast 
members, especially tbs 
younger children 


When Simon Williams finally 
parted company with James 
Bellamy, he celebrated - with 

a wake. 

Although Williams is proper¬ 
ly grateful for his role on Up^ 
stairs. Downstairs for endow 
ing him with security and star 
status, James was begining to 
get the actor down. 

“You can’t keep on playing a 
character who is losing without 
feeling very low yourselt,” 
Simon explains. “James was a 
failure and a prettv gloomv and 
miserable failure at that.” 
Simon is convinced that James' 
tragic end, which occurs in the 
next to the last episode of Up¬ 
stairs. Downstairs to be seen 
on Public TV 9 Sunday, April 24 
and Friday. April 29 at 9 p m., 
was not only a “logical con¬ 
clusion” but inevitable. 

It wouldn’t have been so in¬ 
evitable if James Bellamy 
hadn’t behaved like such a cad 
in the early years of the series 
If he’d married Sarah, the 
housewife who bore his child, 
instead of allowing himself to 
be packed off to military duties 
in foreign parts, his life would 
have been different 

So would Simon s. “People in 
shops used to point and say. 
‘he’s the fellow who got the 
maid into trouble.” the actor 
recalls. And there were letters, 
by the bagful, demanding that 
James do right by “our” Sarah 

But fate — in the form of 
scriptwriter Alfred Shaughnes 
sy — decreed otherwise. James 
was to be symbol of the unhap^ 
py generation that inherited 
the twentieth century, but 
couldn’t cope with its conflicts 
and upheavals 

“We decided that James 
would survive the Great War. 
Shaughnessy says, “but in the 
end it would destroy him ” He 
didn’t die on the battlefields 
but lost at horns. His marriage 
was unhappy, his love for 
Gerrgina unrequited, his 
financial affairs ruined. 

“I hope people realize I'm 
not at all tike James,” insists 
Simon. In fact, the actor never 
has concealed his dislike for 
young Bellamy and labelled 
him a "twit” early an 

Although wt served each 
other well, he was typical of 
the dreadful priggy types that 
were around then 

So Simon survived James' 
end. Soon after the conclusion 
of his part in ths series, Simon 
travelled to Canada to play 
Lord Gorina in Oscar Wilde’s 
“Ths Mail Husband.” On this 
trip. Simon also visited the 
Channel • studios and par 
ticipatod in an episode of Mag- 
time, KCTS’ video magazine ol 
people and die arts. , 

But as an attor, Simon has no 
expectations of ever saying 
good-by* to upper elass eads in 
general. “Thers’s no way I U 
ever plsy Mhort. fat Cockney 
ora Yorkshire miner” the 6 2” 
actor notos. “Actors are 
typecast from birth ’

NEW YORK (UPI) - Frank

The Handicapped Speak Out 


Two Stones is a stark 
documentary about disabled 
people Unsentimental and 
devoid of editorializing, it al¬ 
lows handicapped people to 
speak for themselves through 
their own lives and their own 
words. The prejudice and in¬ 
sight. bitterness and triumph 
that shape their perspectives 
on the world around them can 
be seen Tuesday. April 26 at 10 
p m. on Public TV 9. 

Two Stones is intentionally 
open-ended and ambigious 


Those who are looking for a 
filmic proclamation of a bill of 
rights for the disabled or 
emotional excursion designed 
to evoke sympathy will be dis¬ 
appointed. The film introduces 
handicapped people who are 
content in their work, but does 
not cover up the risk involved 
in hiring at least some of them. 

Rick Cockburn is an 
alcoholic with schizophrenic 
tendencies. Much of his adult 
life has been spent in institu¬ 
tions. When the film opens, he 


is employed as a counselor at a 
centre for alcoholics. During 
the filming he loses his job and 
is forced to take a new. painful 
look at what employment 
means to his self-esteem and 
survival. 

Walter and Joanns Coxen are 
phisically disabled but he 
manages a night shift desk job 
and she sells Tupperware. 
Their 15-year-old daughter has 
difficulty accepting them but 
they are sustained by their 
jobs, their determination, and 


a simple, fundamentalists 
religion. 

Two Stones shows that the 
disabled need assistance from 
other people, but not in the 
forms that override their 
determination to be as indepen¬ 
dent and self-reliant as possi¬ 
ble. It reveals the fact that they 
are capable of great honesty 
and insight into themselves and 
that they are also vulnerable to 
self-delusion. In other words. 
Two Stones is an encounter 
with real people, a slice of life.

Practicing in the field, he 
loses control while firing and 
accidently kills Jenny. In fear 
an humiliation, Dave quickly 
buries the gun but confesses to 
the death at the animal’s 
burial. He is bound to Mr. 
Hawkins for 25 months to pay 
for his blunder 

With his independence shat¬ 
tered. Dave retrives the gtin 
under the cover of nightfall and 
steals away into the darkness 
to an uncertain future. 

Featured actor Levar Burton 
(famous for his portrayal In 
Roots ) feels that everyone can 
relate to the role of Dave. "All 
kids go through the same trips, 
the same changes, growing

In Soldeir’s Home, Harold

— Tonight: A program featur¬ 
ing one of Scotland’s most 
prominent writers in the 
Gaelic language. Iain Crichtion 
Smith. Smith teaches in the 
Scsttish port of Oban, and is one 
of the writers who helps keep 
alive ‘the language of poets’, 
the ancient Gaelic still spoken 
as an everyday language in 
parts of Scotland, particularly 
the Outer Hebrides. Iain 
Crichton Smith (whose Gaelic 
name is Iaim Mac a’Ghob 
hainn) was bom in 1928 on the 
Isle of Lewis (itself a Gaelic 
stronghold), and has con¬ 
tributed strongly to both Gaelic 
and English-language 
literature in Scotland. On this 
program he will read several of 
his own poems, and discuss his 
work in an interview with 
Doug MacDonald. There will 
also be a reading of one of his 
English-languige short stories, 
"The Exiles”, by the Scottish 
actress, Eileen McCallum. 
Music from Lewis includes 
Gaelic selections by Murdo 
MacFarlane, Ishbel Mackqy, 
and the Lewis folk group, Na h- 
Oganaich (“The Young 
Blood”). 


Channel 9 Repeats 
Auction in October 


Janie Carlson Williams, a 
key volunteer in the first 
KCTS/9 auction, has agreed to 
serve as Auction Chairperson 
for the 1977 Event, which will 
be held Oct. 29 through Nov. 5. 

The first KCTS/9 auction was 
broadcast live for 59 hours 
between November 8 and 
November 14, 1976. Thanks to 
donations of time, energy and 
merchandise by thousands of 
volunteers and area busines¬ 
ses, the auction generated ap¬ 
proximately $200,000 in much- 
needed funds for the KCTS/9 
operating budget. Since com¬ 
munity response to this first 
auction attempt was so 
overwhelmingly favorable, and 
since the action was finally so 
important to the station’s 
growth, the station has decided 
to place a "second edition” of 


the auction into its fall 
schedule. 

“We are exceptionally 
lucky,” said general manager 
Dr. Richard J. Meyer, "that 
Janie Williams has agreed to 
chair this auction for us.” 
Janie came to KCTS/9 a year 
ago, fresh from three years of 
collecting art objects for the 
KQED/San Francisco. The ex¬ 
perience was invaluable, since 
KQED itself was the first 
public television station evef to 
hold an auction. 

Janie’s initial assignment at 
KCTS/9 was the training of 
over 600 volunteer Go-Getters 
before they approached their 
various areas to solicit auction 
merchandise. She was so suc¬ 
cessful in that field, that she 
was persuaded to accept the 
training responsibility for all 
auction week volunteers.

Gomey, who toiled as the long 
suffering, sweet Tara on All 
My Children (ABC) for a 
number of years, came to work 
one day and found out the 
producers were considering 
another actress for her part.

It teems to date back to 
around 1835 when It was dis¬ 
covered that the cobalt used to 
five the blue color to chinaware 
could be persuaded to blur and 
run if lime or ammonia was ad¬ 
ded to the kiln. The result was 
an attractive softening of the 
pattern which had the added 
advantage of disguising flaws. 
The blue colouring on the back 
of the plate did not come from 
the bleeding through of the pig 
ment but by transfer from the 
wet place stacked underneath 
it in the kiln. Kovel lists over 
500 different patterns, makes 
and sizes so Flow Blue is by no 
means rare.

W. Weatherall of Nanaimo,

I thought 1 might be able to 
come up with some kind of 
general answer but to my sur¬ 
prise, price guides which are 
eloquent about the alleged 
market value of other prints 
are strangely slient about Bax¬ 
ter Edwin Warman goes so far 
as to say that they are worth 
“quite a lot” but that is all. The 
process by which they were 
made would certainly suggest 
that the current price would in¬ 


deed be quite a lot”. George 
Baxter, an English artist- 
craftsman of the 19th century 
would first make a steel 
engraving of his subject and 
then a separate block for every 
colour and shade. This might 
sometimes mean as many as 20 
different hand made blocks, 
each impression from which 
had to fit precisely over the one 
before it with microscopic ac¬ 
curacy. His prints were small 
— rarely more than 4x6”. The 
finished effect is so fine that 
they have been described as 
looking like miniatures painted 
on ivory. Most of his prints 
were portraits of the famous 
people of his time and sold at 
remarkably low prices in order 


to reach a mass market. Todav 
they are collector’s items of 
the very highest order. 

T. Thornton of Ottawa asks if 
I think contemporary high- 
priced limited edition liquor 
bottles are going to hold their 
value. 

Frankly 1 do not believe that 
anything made to be collected 
can ever be valuable. 
Enhanced value is something 
that only follows a period ol 
neglect. Only after an item has 
been rejected as worthless and 
thrown away do those that re¬ 
main become valuable. Great 
profits were realized on 
limited editions when they 
were truly limited. Today this 
multi-million dollar market is 
‘‘limited” only to the extent 
that the manufacturers do not 
produce more than they think 
they can sell. The same can be 
said of General Motors and the 
Chevrolet.

Action 

Shots 

By JERRY WINDLE 
Among the more active 
leisure activities these days 
are motorcycle racing, 
motorcross. cross-country rac¬ 
ing and just plain dirt biking 
They are exciting and ex 
hilarating for the bike rider 
and for the photographer as 
well 

In trying to photograph 
sports, a little knowledge ol the 
sport and its rules is always 
helpful. Learn where the most 
action is apt to take place 
Learn the corners where mis¬ 
haps are likely to occur. Be 
aware of hazards on the track. 
These can be mounds of dirt 
that send the bikefs sailing into 
the air or puddles of water and 
mud where they slip and slide 
Basic action photography- 
rules tell us to make our pic¬ 
tures when the subject is 
traveling toward us This 
slows down the action so we 
can stop it reasonably well us¬ 
ing a shutter speed of 1 500th or 
less. 

We also know that when we 
photograph a moving subject 
passing the camera at a right 
angle, the object will seeming 
Iv travel at a greater rate of 
speed, requiring a higher shut¬ 
ter speed which even then will 
not stop all the action 
The choice of completely 
stopping all the action or just 
part of it lies with the in¬ 
dividual photographer 
Still photographers are not 
able to capture motion on film. 
If they want motion, they have 
to create it in the camera 
through various techniques, in¬ 
cluding panning. 

Panning is a method of using 
an extremely slow shutter 
speed. l-30th or less and pann¬ 
ing the camera with the sub¬ 
ject as it passes, releasing the 
shutter during the pan. This 
results in a picture showing the 
bike and rider in sharp focus 
and the background blurred 
from camera movement. 

This method also will work in 
reverse. In this technique, the 
camera remains fixed on the 



general scene As the bike and 
rider pass through, the ex¬ 
posure is made. The result is a 
sharp background and blurred 
rider Using this technique and 
filling the frame with the rider, 
it is possible to come up with a 
very surrealistic, abstract in¬ 
terpretation of a motorcycle 
and rider You may not like the 
results, but you may need this 
technique later on and it is 
always helpful to know how to 
do it 

Photographing bike racing 
involves proper preparation, 
knowing your equipment and 
where to be plus a good dose of 
just plain luck. This type of ac¬ 
tion we call “unplanned,” in 
that we have no idea what will 
happen before our camera, but 
we must be ready to 
photograph anything that does 

Since we are dealing with un¬ 
controlled action which is 
potentially dangerous, 
telephoto lenses are essential 
A 200mm lens is very good for 
these events. They allow you to 
work at a distance of 35 to 40 
feet from the action, yet still 
allow you to fill the frame with 


the action. . 

Another point to remember 
is to keep the backgrounds 
plain or as undistracting as 
possible. Using a telephoto lens 
will help since it will throw the 
backgrounds slightly out of 
focus Using a high shutter 
speed means you will be using 
a large f-stop which will also 
help to decrease the depth-of- 
field. 

However, telephoto lenses 
will be hard to focus on a mov¬ 
ing target such as a bike and 
rider travelling 60 to 70 miles 
an hour or more. How do you 
get around it?. 

If you have checked the 
course carefully, you know the 
corners best suited for action 
pictures. Then you can position 
yourself so you can focus the 
camera on the spot where the 
action will occur. Then sit back 
and wait for the action to come 
to you. 

This is great for a race since 
each lap will have all the riders 
going through the same spot, so 
in a single pass you could get 
several good pictures. 

If you are shooting pictures 


for a friend who is a bike rider, 
you can use this technique by 
setting up the action. Pick out a 
mound of dirt and your camera 
position and have your friend 
run over the jump time after 
time until you have your pic¬ 
ture. This may seem contrived, 
but a motorcycle flying 
through the air will make a 
good picture even without a 
race. 

Just remember the basic 
rules of safety when working 
around motorcycles or 
automobiles. No picture is 
worth an injury. 

After a day of shooting at a 
motorcycle track or in the 
desert, be sure to clean your 
equipment. Dust off as much ot 
the dirt and dust as possible 
Clean the. lenses lightly afti 
blowing off any particles with 
forced air. Blow any dust out of 
the inside of the camera 
Grains of sand inside the work¬ 
ings of a lens can do a great 
deal of damage 

A good airtight bag inside 
your camera case will help 
protect unused equipment from 
dust

Technocrats' Fortress 


“My wife encompasses my life, My nation encompasses 
my way of life. My army, the army which God has given me, 
encompasses the life I lead. My family has no other life than 
mine. The Church follows my example and is good to the 
tame extent that I am good.” 

The man who wrote these words on May 5th, 18B5 was 
hanged six months later. His name was Louis Riel. 

“These words perfectly express Riel s view of himself 
as a man without a private life, a completely public man, 
who lived only for the good of his people. Like all great 
leaders, he had an extraordinary capacity to identify the in¬ 
terests of his followers with his own aspirations, without 
worrying about possible discrepancies between the two.” So 
notes Thomas Flanagan, who teaches political sicence at the 
University of Calgary and who agreed, at the suggestion of 
Mel Hurtig, to take on the task of editing Riel's diaries for 
publication. 

★ it * 

The result is a book which both intrigues and repels. Its 
effect is appropriate, for Riel himself was a study in con¬ 
tradictions. “It is virtually impossible to apply any dee- 
criptive adjective to him without also simultaneously af¬ 
firming the opposite,” writes Flanagan in his introduction. 

Yet the portrait which he assembles - piece by piece, 
like an identification drawing by a police artist — gives a 
convincing likeness. All that it lacks is strong proofs of Riel’s 
charisma, which must have been prodigious 

For these, we must turn to George Woodcock’s excellent 
biography of Gabriel Dumont (Hurtig, 1975). “The Riel who 
spoke so eloquently for the freedom he longed to preserve for 
himself and for his children was advocating a strategy which 
Gabriel and the other old hunters who shared his tactical ex¬ 
perience recognized to be suicidal,” writes Woodcock. “Yet 
when Riel would not be moved by their arguments they set to 
and built their lines of defence. ... (as he wished)/' 

Riel himself notes that the Metis are “charitable, meek 
and easy to lead.” As Riel can scarcely be accused of 
modesty, this judgment tends to ring true. Yet one should be 
wary of underestimating the potency of his charisma. “Oh, 
how well I feel!” he wrote in 1884. i recognize, 0 my God, 
that I am Your spouse, the holy church of the elect. My 
beauty extends afar like the light which the rising sun casts 
before itself upon the sea. My glory embraces the world, like 
the morning star when it gazes upon the equator in the midst 
of its course.” Conviction like this makes very light work of 
vour average skeptic:

We can thank Thomas Flanagan, I think for a good job 
well done. As an introduction to the life of Louis Riel and its 
meaning. Flanagan’s prefatory essay is a mode) of lucidity 
and good sense I especially liked his comments on his 
editorial task (e.g.: Riel “loved to pile up synonyms, and he 
rarely used the positive degree of an adjective if he could 
find a way to employ the comparative or superlative. I con¬ 
fess that I was sorely tempted to cut some of these perora¬ 
tions to make them more palatable to modern taste, but a 
translation ought to reflect the original, not seek to improve 
It”). 

The story of one of the diaries in particular is worth tell¬ 
ing. The diaries are comprised of "four separate notebooks 
and one loose sheet of paper.” One of these notebooks, kept 
by Riel during the North-West Rebellion, is presently sitting 
in an Edmonton bank vault as collateral for a loan. This 
crucial diary, which was never used as evidence during the 
trial, turned up in 1970 under mysterious circumstances. It 
was offered for sale, but without its whereabouts after 1894 
or the name of the current owner being revealed. It was 
bought at auction for $28,500, raised via the bank by “a con¬ 
sortium of private individuals" whose spokesman was a 
Metis and a former MP for the Northwest Territories. 

Readers puzzled by the contradictions in Riel himself 
will find Flanagan’s explanatory asides illuminating. I con¬ 
fess 1 was struck by what I saw as Riel’s resemblances to 
Shaw’s St. Joan, and more than a little tempted to compare 
the misfortunes of his early life — he fell in love, left his 
seminary without a degree and lost both his career and the 
girl — to Jude the Obscure. 

Louis Riel’s ancestry was seven-eighths white and one- 
eighth Indian All his life he yearned for greatness accom¬ 
panied by wealth In one of fate a unkinder ironies, his exile 
after the execution of Thomas Scott took him to New York 
but not to California One suspects that if the land of Aimee 
Semple MacPherson had taken a good look at Louis Riel he 
might have ended up a millionaire.

The message of Dorli 
Shackleton’s book is an impor 
tant one although not par 
ticularly new.

These too 
went the way of other bold ex¬ 
periments like Information 
Canada and the brief hey-day 
of the Citizenship Branch. All 
appeared to be motivated by a 
desire to connect the people 
with the policy, get them in¬ 
volved, Invest the populace 
with the spirit of the Company 
of Young Canadians of the 
Pearson years. Yet all sub¬ 
sided and left only a residue of 
clever bureaucrats. 

The chief beneficiary of 
growth was, of course, the 
Prime Minister’s office. It 
served as a nerve centre for 
the Trudeau administration 



and, incidentally, added Im- 
easurabty to the prime 
minister s power by providing 
him with his own persona) staff 
of experts and advisers. Its dls- 
advantage has been its 
tendency to Insulate the PM 
from the real world and to 
over emphasize his own 
already excessive commitment 
to a dehumanized and 
technocratic approach to 
politics. Throughout the first 
half of the book Doris 
Shackleton makes the case that 
this has been a government 
that was particularly well- 
suited for the growth of an in¬ 
sensitive, impatient and 
authoritarian cadre of senior 
bureaucrats who mistakenly 
view public administration as 
another kind of business ad¬ 
ministration. 

All of this leads to the centre¬ 
piece of the book, the Rudnicki 
affair. It is clear that 
Shackleton was inspired to 
write the book as a result of the 
tf-avails of family friend 
Walter Rudnicki. 

Rudnicki, some readers will 
remember, was dismissed 
from his position with Central 
Mortgage and Housing Cor¬ 
poration for allegedly showing 
a cabinet document to the ex¬ 
ecutive of the Native Council of 
Canada. Rudnicki claimed he 
was only following the policy

which Ron Basford and Wil¬ 
liam Teron, head of CMHC, 
had earlier agreed upon. Rud 
nicki sued and won. The court 
found that he had been 
wrongfully dismissed and 
awarded him a substantial sum 
as back pay. 

The policy Rudnicki was ap¬ 
plying was that of involving the 
people immediately concerned 
with the policy in a con 
sultative process while the 
policy was being developed. It 
is clear that neither Teron nor 
Basford intended the consulta¬ 
tion to be more than window 
dressing, although the reasons 
for this are difficult to discern. 
From every angle the kind of 
consultation Rudnicki was pur¬ 
suing was advantageous to both 
the minister of housing and 
CHMC. Neither were prepared 
to engage in any process which 
might limit their own 
prerogatives, government be¬ 
ing too serious a business to al¬ 
low the governed any signifi¬ 
cant role. 

Ms. Shackleton’s book is a 
trenchant assault on the 
managerial fortress that is the 
Ottawa bureaucracy. It suffers 
from a rather higgledy 
piggledy organization and a 
prose style that is an uncon) 
fortable mixture of the trun¬ 
cated syntax of Time and the 
overblown melodrama of 
Readers’ Digest. But for all 
that she has done a creditable 
bit of research and the energy 
of her righteous wrath serves 
to overcome many of the 
book's faults. 


'Best Writers Also Best Lovers' 


Is love the “enemy of 
work”? 

Specifically, th* enemy of 
writing? 

It is if you’re a woman, some 
feminists have argued, 
whereas Mary Kathleen Benct 
believes all that is necessary 
for homogenization is that the 
feminine genius find the right 
man — one who could idolize 
“the romantic artist in her 
while be loved the woman, a 
man capable of humility and 
generosity ” 

Benet has chosen three 
women writers. Katherine 
Mansfield, George Eliot and 
Colette, to illustrate the point 
she wants to make: that by not 
renouncing love, by -not 
withdrawing into a spinstery 
solitude (which some deemed 
essential in order to succeed in 
a “serious” way — beyond 
journals and letters, these 
women produced more and/or 
better literature. Not only 
were they better writers, 
Benet maintains, they were 
also able to lead happier, more 
fulfilling personal lives 

The Catch-22 inherent in 
books that set out to prove 
points is that the reader knows 
he or she is being led, being ted 
only the information that will 
support the author’s theories. 
Thus, a tendency arises to lift

our eyebrows, to jut out our 
chins or, at the very least, to 
scratch our heads at every sup¬ 
position presented declarattve- 

At the outset of Writers in 
Love, we read, “If one must 
have an axiom about female 
genius, then the best writers 
were also the best lovers’ 
seems to me an acceptable sug¬ 
gestion.” Suddenly, names of 
great writers pop into mind 
whose love lives may have run 
amok, and one suspects that 
Benet’s polemic (she herself 
calls the book such) might not,- 
in places, hold water. 

“Women writers,” she tells 
us, “have generally had to do 
without the kind of help men 
got from their wives’* (but 
what about all the male 
writers who never had 
wives or who wrote in spite of, 
not because of, domestic af¬ 
filiations?) “Their choice lay 
between marriage and work 
and the ones who chose work 
also chose spinsterhood: One 
thinks of the Brontes, Jane 
Austen and Emily Dickinson. ” 


Indeed, one does think of the 
Brontes, Austen and Dickinson 
as not having to take back seats 
to Mansfield, Eliot and Colette, 
if such comparisons have to be 
made regarding artistic ex¬ 
pression and output — given 
the varying eras or climes in 
which they lived. And as to 
their personal, inner happiness 
versus that of the three sub¬ 
jects of Writers In Love, Is it 
really possible for Benet or any 
of us to know? How accurately 
can we evaluate someone 
else s happiness, even if we re 
examining the lives of contem¬ 
poraries about whom more in¬ 
formation is available? 

How much more difficult, 
then, to go back in time (and, 
in the case of Eliot, the journey 
is not a short one) to “prove” 
how happy someone was? Or, 
harder yet, to prove bow un¬ 
happy she would have been had 
she not met up with the man 
who became her mate. 

And when we use characters 
in a writer 8 fiction, as Benet 
does with Eliot’s, to make 
cases for what might or might

not have transpired in the 
writer’s private life, we tread 
phantom paths, indeed. 

The book, basically struc¬ 
tured into three sections, gives 
biographical data and analyzes 
work of the women, and then, 
with less emphasis, the men 
All of this is pretty well 
detailed (although a 
chronological checklist would 
have been a helpful addition) 
and written in a comfortable , 
easy style. 

One final cavil is about Mac¬ 
millan squeezing so much text 
between two covers by using 
such microscopic print that the 
eyes ache. To compound the 
problem, much of the book con¬ 
sists of long sections of quota¬ 
tions, all reduced to ladybug 
tracks of an even smaller 
typeface. 

In spite of flaws, the work 
itself is worthwhile, suc¬ 
ceeding most where it is 
portrait, not polemic, in¬ 
asmuch as one is left with an 
intense desire to cozy up with 
the actual words written by 
Mansfield, Eliot and Colette 
themselves. 

Is love “the enemy ef 
work”? Healthy love, in any 
form, combination or situation, 
Is never the enemy of anything, 
la it? 
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To be antipathetic towards a book even 
before opening it is unreasonable, and in my 
case, unprofessional, but that's how I felt 
about Speak for England, by Melvyn Bragg. 
Worse, the first third of the bodtso bored me 
that I was on the point of putting it down for 
good at least a dozen times. I’m glad I 
resisted the inclination because the book 
turned out to be an interesting sociological 
document. 

The first thing to put me off was the sub¬ 
title: “An oral history of England: 1900-1975 
based on Interviews with inhabitants of 
Wigton. Cumberland. " I felt that Bragg, who 
has used his hometown of Wigton as the set¬ 
ting for many of his novels, was being 
presumptuous in claiming that the inhabi¬ 
tants of Wigton could speak for an entire 
country. 

His justification, stated in his Introduc¬ 
tion, is that Wigton is geographically about 
the middle of the British Isles. That’s a bit 
much. How can people living in a scruffy lit¬ 
tle town near the* England-Scotland border 
possibly be representative of England? It* 
like claiming that residents of Churchill, 
Manitoba are typical of all Canadians 
because of that town’s geographical 
centrality. 

* # ★ 

Speak for England is similar in style to the 
books by Studs Terkel and Barry Broadfoot, 
but whereas they edited the transcripts of the 
taped interviews they conducted, Bragg 
deliberately avoided doing so. This was 
toolish, because few people can talk simply 
Tmd economically. Listen to anyone telling a 
story and you will understand; they ramble. 

As Wigton, Cumberland, is essentially a 
working-class centre, and as the book opens 
with interviews of older people who received 
precious little education, the rambling and 
dreadful syntax drove me up the wall, and it 
required an immense effort of will to invite a 
further assault on one s sensibilities by turn¬ 
ing the page. 

Terkel and Broadfoot narrowed their 
books to a brief period, most notably to the 
years of the depression, but Bragg's people 
range over a much longer period of time, and 
their meandering reminiscences, poverty- 
stricken vocabularies, and lapses into 
Cumbrian dialect hinder the reader’s con¬ 
centration. Had Bragg explained his inten¬ 


tion in his Introduction I would not have been 
so bored And bewildered; as it was I had to 
force myself to read a third of the book 
before gleaning the nature of his theme, 
which is that the physical, mental and 
economic deprivations of the past prevented 
working-class people from realizing their 
potential. This is hardly an original thought. 

Bragg has a working-class background, 
but realized his potential by winning a 
scholarship to Oxford, where he read modern 
history, and becoming a fairly successful 
novelist and writer for films and television. 
He’s the local boy made good. Intellectually, 
he’s an exception, and he could be accused oi 
inverted snobbery. 

His taped interviews reflect marked 
changes in Wigton — the physical betterment 
in living and working conditions, vast im¬ 
provement in education, and the leisure and 
affluence unknown to previous generations. 
The lot of everyone has improved materially, 
but intellectually Bragg has distanced 
himself from his fellows, and they in turn are 
distancing themselves from one another by 
their choice of lifestyles. 

★ it it 

It is evident that the poverty-induced 
levelling of the past has been replaced by as 
many stratas within the working-class as 
previously existed throughout society. This is 
the most interesting fact to emerge from this 
book, but Bragg, who views Wigton through 
rose-colored spectacles, either hasn’t noticed 
It or has chosen not to remark upon it. 


The older people speak of their resignation 
to their inferior social position in a society 
which relegated them to living sometimes 14 
or more to a tiny two-bedroom house, leaving 
school at 14 to help augment the family in¬ 
come, and working for a pittance six days a 
week in factories or seven days a week on 
farms. 

* ★ * 

The change began after the First World 
War, slowed during the Depression, and then 
became dramatic after the Second World 
War when, by law, every child received a 
lengthy education and working hours 
decreased as incomes increased. Today, 
young people whose parents have never left 
Wigton travel abroad, drive cars, dress well, 
cultivate expensive hobbies and are in the 
process of narrowing, and in some instances 
closing, the gap between “them” and “us”. 

All this is reflected in the later interviews, 
which are more literate and therefore more 
interesting. 

Gradually, one realizes that little Wigton 
is a microcosm, not only of England but of 
western society. The people don’t talk about 
acts of parliament, the gross national 
product, and international events; the history 
they want to talk about, that which they want 
to record and remember, is human history — 
their own and that of their families. 

Bragg the novelist delights in his 
neighbors, but Bragg the historian, judging 
by a few carefully veiled remarks in his 
Introduction, Conclusion, and mini-essays 


which introduce each chapter, is clearly con¬ 
cerned about the current state of Britain, the 
lack of faith in leaders, the lack of national 
cohesion. 

He may well be concerned. But he seems 
oblivious to the fact that the very people he 
eulogises are at the root of the problem. 
Modern Wigtonians are adequately housed, 
fed and clothed, but despite their expensive 
educations they are intellectually sterile. 
From their own mouths we learn that they 
are using their free time and comparative 
wealth to pander to their materialistic 
desires. 

The question is, to paraphrase the lyrics of 
an old song, how do you persuade people to 
return to the old virtues of saving money and 
doing an honest day’s work after they’ve seen 
Paree? The question is surely pertinent in a 
strike-bedevilled Britain that has become the 
sick man of Europe. Bragg runs a mile from 
both question and answer. 

Instead, he ends on an optimistic note. He 
believes that his generation (he is 96), once it 
has accustomed itself to a new set of values, 
will be able to instruct the world's less for¬ 
tunate peoples in the joys of liberty. To con¬ 
clude with such a fatuous statement is a con¬ 
fession of failure and it shows that Bragg and 
his kind, members of the new British intel¬ 
ligentsia, are totally out of touch with reality. 

♦ it it 

Liberty is being confused with hedonism. 
It’s interesting to learn that some of the 
newly-affluent working people of Wigton are 
indulging in aimless foreign travel for travel¬ 
ling's sake, breeding dogs to exhibit at classy 
shows, and, in one instance, breeding horses 
for the show-ring — traditional pursuits of the 
idle rich. 

But who are we to cast stones? The sole 
merit of Speak for England is that it is 
thoqght-provoking, and the thought upper¬ 
most in my mind as I read it was that, strip¬ 
ped of its Cumbrian flavor, it could just as 
well have been titled Speak for Canada. 

In fact, if liberty means rootlessness and 
the pursuit of pleasure then the young, better 
educated, affluent generation of Canadians 
can perhaps teach the people of Wigton a 
thing or three.

He Shows What It Means to Stop the World'

Book-reviewing is frequently a chore; 
but it has its compensations. Every now 
and then one happens on a new work so ex¬ 
ceptional that it is not just a pleasure but a 
privilege to recommend it. 

Such a book is Lyall Watson’s Gifts of 
Unknown Things. 

Watson is a British naturalist and 
world-wandering nomad, known to the 
reading public for two previous excursions 
into the realm of the mysterious and the 
conventionally unaccountable, Super- 
nature and The Romeo Error. They were 
ambitious attempts to create, as the subti¬ 
tle of the first volume put it, “A Natural 
History of the Supernatural” — a convinc¬ 
ing synthesis of established scientific fact 
with the not-yet-scientifically- 
respectable, blending the intellectual dis¬ 
cipline of a trained scientist with a 
genuine open-mindedness of the sort that 
is still, alas, all too rare in scientific cir¬ 
cles. Both were challenging and exciting 
studies, but basically intellectual in their 
appeal. 

Gifts of Unknown Things is something 
else again. 

To be sure, it grows out of the same 
fascination with quasi-occultistic “fringe 
phenomena” which gave rise to its two 
predecessors; and, true, it expands upon 
many of the ideas they introduced. But, 
unlike them, it does not confine itself to 
the strictly rationalistic frame of 
reference characteristic of our Western 


intellectual tradition. Reason is given its 
proper due in these pages; but their main 
appeal is to something deeper and more 
primordial, for which mere “emotion” is 
too inadequate a word. 

Watson himself categorizes the book as 
belonging to that lyrical-philosophical 
schbol of nature-writing whose most dis¬ 
tinguished contemporary practitioner is 
Loren Eiseley, “the first scientist in our 
time to take on the language of poetry in 
order to communicate basic but fragile 
biological truths.” Nevertheless, Gifts of 
Unknown Things stands in a class apart 
from such eloquent bio-essays as Eiseley's 
The Immense Journey or Annie Dillard's 
Pilgrim at Tinker Creek. 

For Watson’s subject-matter trans¬ 
cends theirs, much as that of his earlier 
Supernature transcends that of an 
orthodox natural-science textbook. Where 
Eiseley and Dillard focus on that secret 
element of the miraculous which lies 
coiled in the living heart of things-as-we- 
know-them, Watson confronts us with the 
more blatant challenge of real honest-to- 
God miracles which stubbornly refuse to 
be accounted for in terms of even the most 
visionary approach to the ordinary. 

Moreover, the central drama here is 
not merely biological — it is human, or 
more properly superhuman. And make no 


mistake about it. Gifts of Unknown Things 
is as dramatic a work of non fiction as you 
are likely to encounter in this or any other 
genre. 

Superficially it is a philosophical 
travelogue — the story of Watson's brief 
but eventful stay on the island of “Nus 
Tarian” (the name has been deliberately 
changed) in . the Indonesian Archipelago. 
But the real protagonist is not Watson 
himself but Tia, the incredible “magic 
child,” gifted with a wild innocence and 
even wilder talents, whose presence there 
literally transformed his life. 

Through Watson’s eyes we view both 
Tia and the other inhabitants of Kota Ren- 
dah, her native village; with him we are 
drawn gradually into their lives and the 
underlying mythos of their culture; 
together we participate in the several 
crises of Tia’s coming-of-age and the 
growing challenge she represents for her 
fellow-villagers. He is a model observer: 
very much a man of our culture, yet open- 
mindedly sympathetic, concerned and in¬ 
telligently perceptive. As new perspec¬ 
tives open up before him, we too are per¬ 
force drawn into them. And as they change 
him, so we too are changed. 

We find ourselves participating 
vicariously in a truly alien mode of ex¬ 
istence — one we might initially have been 


inclined to mislabel “priiftitive,” but 
which could more aptly be termed 
“primordial;” the deep, obscurely com¬ 
pelling level of what Jung calls “the 
archetypal.” It is the place from which 
myth and madness both alike spring, along 
with dreams and demons, poetry and 
progress. We are drawn into a state of be¬ 
ing that our culture has long since lost 
sight of. 

The closest parallel I know in recent 
literature is Carlos Castaneda's “Don 
Juan” tetralogy. But where Castaneda s 
obsessive rationalism is continually get¬ 
ting in the way, serving largely to ob¬ 
fuscate the luminous wisdom of his Yaqui 
sorcerer-mentor, Watson is seldom obtuse 
and his intellect seldom obtrusive. 
Instead, it serves to bridge the gap 
between the literally incredible events to 
which he is a witness and our own almost 
reflexive reaction of out-and-out in¬ 
credulity. 

Almost effortlessly, Gifts of Unknown 
Things succeeds in the task fur which 
Castaneda required four densely effortful 
volumes — showing us what it means to 
“stop the world.” Simultaneously it 
triumphs as travelogue, anthropological 
field-study, and above all as a colossal 
archetypal drama, buildihg inexorably 
towards a truly overwhelming climax. 

This is a strong, beautiful, and 
profoundly illuminating book. I am the 
richer for having read it, and I sincerely 
hope that you will be moved to share that 
privilege.

All that is surprising about 
The John McPhee Reader Is 
that it should be so eminently 
ridable when the subject mat-, 
ter, an even dozen topics, ia it 
turns out, are of but passing in¬ 
terest, if that, to the average 
reader. 

The prowess of Bill Bradley, 
a sometime basketball star, an 
eight-year-old tennis match 
between Arthur Ashe and 
Clarke Graebner, the history of 
Florida oranges, the strange 
tract of pines with their inhabi¬ 
tants in central New Jersey, a 
springtime in the Scottish 
highlands on an island of the In¬ 
ner Hebrides, the philosophy of 
a nuclear physicist — all in¬ 
teresting enough, to be sure, 
but hardly compulsive reading. 

To think that, of course, 
would be to ignore the lasting 
impact that may collection of 
New Yorker essays offers as a 
reward and the magnificent, 
complete mastery of the 
literary documentary that John 
McPhee, a staff writer for that 
magazine, has demonstrated 
for a good many years. It can 
be said that McPhee only grabs 
you when you least expect it. 

Like Salinger, he is a shy,, 
retiring man (he has never al¬ 
lowed his photograph to appear 
on a dust cover, which surely is 
the height of privacy) and, like 
Salinger, he’s a master of his 
craft who brings to each sub¬ 
ject an all but total dedication.

U Is Impossible to think of a 
subject on which be might be 
boring. 

The result simply Is that the 
most forbidding of assignments 
becomes downright fascinating 
in his hands, that painstaking 
research, concept and writing 
combine to make effortless, 
often hypnotic, reading. 

William Howarth, a literate 
teacher of English, who has 
made WP this collection from 
McPhee's previous books (all 
of which appeared originally in 
The New Yorker), gives the 
impression that McPhee is 
something «f a prose 
mechanic, as well he might be, 
but the net effect is one of cons¬ 
tant surprise and delight. 

It Is typical of the deeper 
dimensions that McPhee 
brings to any report (a techni¬ 
que, by the way, that should be 
studied by every newspaper 
feature writer), that, in an ac¬ 
count of a birch-bark canoe trip 
through Maine, he looks back 
on a similar expedition made 
by Henry David Thoreau in the 
mid-lSOOs. 

Thoreau had been appalled 
by the number of small dams 
built by loggers and, after a 
dozen years or more, as he 
reported then, “great trunks of 
trees stood dead and bare far 
out irrThe lake, making the im¬ 
pression of ruined piers of a

city that had been — while, 
behind, the timber lay criasw- 
cross for half a dozen rods or 
more over the water.” In other 
words, precisely the same kind 
of devastation to be found to 
this day. 

“The stumps that scared 
Thoreau were the stumps of 
the giant pines", McPhee 
notes/“To cut and take those 
trees was 'as if individual 
speculators were to be allowed 
to export the clouds out of the 
sky, or the stars out of the fir¬ 
mament, one by one.’ If the at¬ 
titudes behind such rapine 
were to go on unchecked, he 
said (a century and a quarter 
before the great ecological up¬ 
rising) we shall be reduced to 
gnaw the very crust of the 
earth for nutriment’. Like most 
ecologists, Thoreau was a born 
alarmist, but very often right.” 

One of the most memorable 
(and unlikely) of all these ex¬ 
cerpts is McPhee’s account of 
a rubber life-raft trip down the 
Colorado River with the two 
then most publicised an¬ 
tagonists on the forces of 
nature. That McPhee arranged 
all this and the running con¬ 
frontation between Water 
Commissioner Floyd Domiiiy 
(a proponent of the school that 
Nature is there only to help 
mankind) and David Brower, 
once head of the Sierra Club, is 
an example of how he gives 
depth and meaning to an 
otherwise insignificent story. 

Here, too, is that legitimate, 
little-used device of turning a 
straightforward narrative into 
a first-person descriptive ac¬ 


count of an experience. 
McPhee’s combination of 
scrupulous fact and the sheer 
brilliance of his writing is an 
irresistable style. 

This was never seen more 
dramatically than in his ac¬ 
count of the crofters’ curious 
life on an island crag off the 
west coast of Scotland 
McPhee gives us a peek at 
Colonsay’s reluctant owner: 

“The laird, with his legs 
stretched out, sipping whisky, 
on a low bench before the log 
fire at Colonsay House in late 
evening, his wife beside him. 
He has been considering, with 
only minor signs of emotion, 
the fact that he is the least 
popular man on the island he 
owns. He accepts this as in¬ 
evitable, if not pleasant He is 


sorry, but he cannot accept the 
anachronism be stepped into 
when he became laird in 1959. 
It is an odd summer place in¬ 
deed that includes a hundred 
and thirty-eight dependent peo¬ 
ple. Embalmed in law, the 
crofting system of the 
Highlands is borne forward 
ever more incongruously 
toward the twenty-first cen¬ 
tury, perfectly protecting peo¬ 
ple from the terror of the 
eighteenth century while 
isolating them from the twen¬ 
tieth.” 

Such impeccable prose, 
coupled with the kind of 
descriptive writing to be seen 
here, means total involvement 
for the reader however remote 
the subject may be. The result 
is a very satisfying book. 


A Contemporary Fable of Discontent

There’s nothing religious 
about Joan Didion's new novel 
despite its title. It’s a 
cautionary tale recalling our 
recent winters of discontent, 
and, as is now predictable with 
Ms. Didion, it is instinct with 
cynicism and despair Her tone 
is a shade less bleak than it was 
in (he corrosive Play It As It 
Lays, but the ultimate destina¬ 
tion of both novels is, to quote 
one of her characters, “all the 
same.” 

That said. let me add that 
this is easily the strongest, 
best-crafted, most penetrating 
of Ms. Didion’s novels. There is 
the same distinctive voice — 
the cryptic, caustic, elliptical 
style so perfectly shaped to 
create the aura of inevitability 
that enfolds her stories. “A 
Book of Common Prayer” is a 
portrait of Charlotte Douglas, 
an American woman who is 
still good-looking„ comfortably 
middleclass, shaped in a 
familiar though now totally 
out-of-date social mold,' trap¬ 
ped in the upheavals of her 
time and ultimately destroyed 
by them. 

This is hardly an uncommon 
situation, but it becomes so in 
the exotic setting where Joan 
Didion has chosen to enact it.

The story opens with an 18-line 
introduction which capsulizes 
the plot. The novel may thus be 
seen as an elaborate, ingenious 
development of a briefly stated 
major theme. When we first 
meet Charlotte Douglas she is 
living in a hotel in Boca 
Grande, a fictional Central 
American republic. She is a 
woman with a past about which 
she is seldom specific, prefer¬ 
ring instead to busy her days do¬ 
ing aimless nothings. When she 
talks it is usually in non se- 
quiturs, as if not listening or 
choosing not to understand She 
appears immune to the per¬ 
vasive inertia around her, 
resists erotic advances, and 
makes no attempt to leave a 
land by time forgot. She is, 
in short, an American who has 
run away from a life she 
doesn’t understand to find 
seclusion in Boca Grande. 
What has she run away from? 


Here we reach the nub of the 
novel. Charlotte Douglas has 
collided with the uproar of the 
“revolutionary” Sixties, to 
which she sacrificed her 
daughter. The doll-like child 
she adored has become one of 
the violent underground, those 
misguided innocents who read 
too many revolutionary 
manuals without grasping their 
significance, spoke of "the 
people’’ in the abstract, and set 
out to remake the world with 
bombings and hijackings. 

Charlotte can make no sense 
of this, just as she failed to un¬ 
derstand the two lawyer- 
husbands she married and left. 
What she does understand is 
her aunt's Warning, to “avoid 
the backward glance,” which is 
another way of urging escape 
from the violent present into 
the peaceful past. All of which 
explains how Charlotte 
Douglas came to rest in an 
enervating deadend like Boca 
Grande. Her last discovery — 
as we could have told her — is 
that there is no escape 
anywhere on this spinning ball 
we inhabit. 

In this contemporary fable 
Joan Didion firmly establishes 
her credentials as a major 
American novelist. She is first 
and foremost a painfully acute 
observer of our time. (Note es¬ 
pecially the barbed references 
to the “power-to-the-people” 
Berkeley syndrome of the Six¬ 


ties.) Couple with this the 
biting, spiky, pithy, deadpan 
prose in which she records not 
merely Charlotte's “revisions 
and erasures” in her life but 
the failings of our society in 
general. 

The characters are forever 
blooding each other in rapier 
ripostes that evoke headlines 
still fresh in our memories. 


The book left me with a distinct 
impression that I had been 
watching an artist at work on a 
portrait stroke by stroke — a 
portrait not only of a fictional 
woman but of a whole social 
milieu rent by the generational 
gap As it happened, the centre 
held, but — the novel seems to 
be saying — look what it did to 
some of the parents.

There is a tendency, I think, 
for black writers to be ghet¬ 
toized — for their work to be 
treated like science fiction or 
mysteries or do-it-yourself 
books, stuff with its own 
limited audience but of no real 
importance, not of interest to 
the reading public as a whole. 

One problem with this at¬ 
titude — besides the prejudice 
it expresses — is that it denies 
developing writers publicity 
and criticism. More important, 
it keeps the white reading 
public from its best oppor 
tunity to understand what it 
must be like to be black, poor, 
proud and/or frustrated. Fic¬ 
tion can convey ways of 
thought, textures of ex¬ 
perience. You won’t find that in 
news stories or government 
reports. 

Toni Cade Bambara is a 
young woman who lives in 
Atlanta, and this collection of 
short stories is her fourth book. 
She writes mostly about black 
women — social workers often 
or singers, people who have 
taken African names and a new 
self-image not easily recon¬ 
cilable with the drabness and 
hopelessness of their sur¬ 
roundings. 

The subject of the title story 
sets it apart from the others it 
is one of the rare attempts 
anyone has made to present a 
vision of civilians caught in the 
Vietnamese war. Elsewhere, 
though, we are in the U.S. 
with the mood varying from 
imminent expectation of death 
at the hands of the police (The 
Long Night) to pure high 
spirits, (Christmas Eve at 
Johnson's Drugs N Goods). 

One of the main pleasures of 
reading Bambara is her 
language — close, often, to the 
street comer, as when she 
speaks of “folks that d kill God 
for a quarter’’ or a gesture 
that toppled the whole Johnson 
bpilt on their backs.'' She also 
is skilled at reproducing black 
syntax, varying it according to 
the education of the speaker 
and handling it much less self¬ 
consciously than did writers of 
an earlier generation. 

A Tender Man shows Barn- 
bara's gifts as an observer: 
“She drank the tea now, two 
fingers pressed on each side of 
the Oriental cup, her face mov¬ 
ing into the steam, lips pursing 
to blow. If they ever got around 
to the pillow talk, he'd ask her 
about her gesture and whether 
or not it had been designed to 
get him.” 

But it is Medley’’ that 
stands out in this collection. A 
fluent monologue about a 
“gambler's manicurist,” skil¬ 
led at darkening nails just 
enough to mark cards, and a 
bassist who “knew all the 
stances ... the postures, the 
facial expressions ... the 
choreography" but unfor¬ 
tunately was a rotten musi¬ 
cian, it is a funny, colorful, 
quirky and spine-chilling piece 
Everything here is valuable as 
communication. “Medley” is 
also an enviable piece of art.
